GRENADA. 
REFUGERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

LovisviL_ A, Ky., Aug. 16.—The most profhi- 
nent residents of Grenada, Miss., have come to 
Louisville to escape the vellow-fever scourge. 
Among the number are Gen. E. C. Walthail, 
Gen. G. Y. Freeman, and the Hon, N. C. Snider. 
These gentiemen and a number, of others left 
Grenada Monday last, securing transportation 
on the Memphis & Tennessec Road through the 
influence of Gen. Walthall, who succeeded in 
stopping the train for his family, the condition 
of whom physicians pronounced all right beſore 
leaving Grenada. Persons to the number of 
thirty boarded the train, passing for Waithali’s 
family. Nearly the entire party came here. 

It is stated that the disease originated from 

THE OPENING OF A SEWER 
used to drain the town of its refuse matter. 
This became very foul at a spot near the centre 
of the town, and was opened for the purpose of 
repairing the defective bart: The day folicw- 
ing this a Mrs. Field was taken sick. This was 
Aug. 5. Two days afterwards she died, and 
three more persons were taken down,—two 
mulattoes and one white. All died. Ine phy- 
sictans pronounced the disease bilious fever, 
and no especial alarm was felt until a week 
passed, when the number of persons who were 
down caused much alarm, One physician 
then said that if the last case had 
occurred in New Orleans it would have been 
pronounced yellow fever. They feared they 
erred in not first pronouncing the discase yel- 
low fever, and the citizens, bearing this, sent to 
New Orleans 
FOR OTHER DOCTORS. 

They came, and Sunday morning last publicly 
proclaimed that yellow fever prevaiied in epi- 
demic form. The exodus began at once, not 
more than two-thirds of the population, which 
is only 2,200, remaining at nightfall. 

Monday there was a suspension of business, 
and only threg persons had open doors,—the 
saloon-keeper, doctor, and undertaker. Public 
funerals ceased. 

Mr. Snider describes the exodus thus: ‘I 
have been where shot and shell fell thick and 
fast, where man’s truest courage was ever tried, 
and so have a hundred more of our town, and 
they never faltered. Sunday last when the 
fever was proclaimed i saw the bravest check 
blanch. 

THZRE WAS LITTLE SAID, 
asolemn quiet being noticeable everywhere. 
Grenada never had the fever before. It was not 
amoung any class in particular, but set upon all 
alike, sparing none. New cases were reported 
hourly. Most of our people fled to the country. 
They left open doors, and were glad enough to 
get away themselves, seeming to think nothing 
of property. Gen. Walthall and myself thought 
to go to the country, but the physicians assured 
us they would not leave Grenada to visit us in 
case ol our being taken down, and we 

RESOLVED TO LEAVE THE PLACE. 

There were dear ones around me, and my 
heart yearned towards them, but my duty to 
my family held me aloof. I did not go into a 
single stricken home, though one family I loved 
deariv were all taken down except a 15-year- 
old child.“ 

Grenada is described as a pretty little town,’ 
with several hundred more than 2,000 
inhabitants. It is seventy-five miles below Holly 
Springs, and 300 miles above New Orleans. The 
people are generally in moderate circumstances, 
and 

HALF THE POPULATION is BLACK, 
It derives its chief support from cotton, the 
surrounding land being the richest in the State. 
Tne Jackson route runs directly through Gre- 
nada, and it is the terminus of the Mississippi 
& Tennessee Railway. Its streets and the sewer 
spoken of were not properly attended to this 
summer, and the attempt to repair brought out 
the fever. The physicians and purses are hard 
at work, but every case has thus far proven fa- 
tal. One hundred and forty-eight persons now 
have the fever. The deaths almost always 
OCCUR AT NIGHT, 
and new cases come on at the same time. 
Twelve deaths occurred Wednesday night and 
nine Thursday night. The Western Union oper- 
ator, Tom Marshail, remains at his post and is 
in constant communication with Grenadans now 
bere. His last message was that the place was 
almost depopulated. Many are coming here 
from Memphis and other points. 
ENTIRE FAMILIES SWEPT AWAY. 

GRENADA, Miss., Aug. 16.—The scenes in this 
plague- stricken town for the past twenty-four 
bours beggar description. The strongest men 
and women and helpless children are sick; 
dying, or dead. It is pitiful indeed to see entire 
families prostrated and swept away in 
a few brief hours. The oilicial death 
list for the past 24 hours is 17. The population 
has decreased to alittle over 200 whites. But 
few mew cases; no material to work on. The 
deaths are old cases. Mr. M. Freedman and 
wife, from New Orleans, en route to New York, 
were put off the train this morping. cases 
well developed yellow fever.

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 16.—Gen. Brady, 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General, has been 
notified that all communication between New 
Orleans and Memphis will be severed. To-day 
be received a dispatch ankeuncing the discon- 
tinuance of a train of the Memphis 
& Little Rock Railroad on account of the 
yellow fever. The cntire postal system through- 
out the Lower Mississipp? Valley is greatly in- 
terrupted, as the Postmasters are only irregu- 
larly ou duty. The Department will sustain 
considerable loss, as it is the present intention 
to destroy a vast number of mail-bags which 
are penned up in the infected districts. 

It was decided that, while there was no law 
to authorize the Sccretary of War to distribute 
tents and rations to the yellow-fever sufferers, 
yet the law of bumapity would justify it, 
aud that the American Congress would not 
censure the Administration for such a course. 

OFFICIAL CIRCULAR. 

Dr. Woodworth, Surgeon-General of the Ma- 
rine Hospital service, has issued a circular ex- 
planatory of the relations ot the recent Na- 
tional Quarantine act to the yellow fever. It is 
likely to attract some attention among medical 
men. In it the ground is taken that the yellow 
fever is not communieated from the sick to the 
well, and that the sick are dangerous only as 
possible carriers of the poison germ or miasma.

New York, Aug. 16.—A case, feared to be 
one of yellow fever, was reported to the Health 
Board by Dr. J. W. Stronach, who said he had 
been ¢alled to treat a man named William 
Riley, at Tenth avenue and Fifty-third street, 
who, he believed, had well-developed symptoms 
of yellow fever. Dr. Jones, Assistant Sanitary 
Superiptendent, immediately visited the patient 
and ¢ame to the same conclusion as to 
the nature of the disease. The man came by 
rail irom New Orleans, arriving here this morn- 
ing, and was sick when he arrived. Dr. Stronach 
said: I quickly saw Riley had strongly-marked 
symptoms of yellow feverr. He was suffcring 
from intense prostration, high fever, and was 
vomiting dark matter. Hie forenead was 
deeply flushed, his eyes red and ficry, and his 
tongue thickly furred with yellow coating. 
All 

THESE ARE WELL-KNOWN SYMPTOMS 

of yellow fever, and the fact that he came 
direct from New Orleans served to strengthen 
my conviction that this was a genuine case of 
yellow fever. The man had been taken while 
on the journey with the characteristic syinp- 
toms. Dr. Stronach expressed the opinion tbat 
there was no special cause for alarm in the pres- 
ent cage, though with a temperature above 40 

and the streets of the city in such a 
filthy condition as they are at present, he 
thinks there is miasma enough to spread the 
seeds Of the disease if it once gains a fyuthold. 
Dr. Janes said people must expect such cases as 
this ta be brought into the city occasiwaally by 
the railroads, but there is no necessity for 
alarm. These cases 

CAN EASILY BE ISOLATED, 

and, h ordinary care, no epidemic can arise 
from them. The only danger of an epidemic of 
the fever breaking out, in Dr, Janes’ opinion, is 
by the sceds of the disease being bruught to 
the my in the of some Vessel 
from an infected port. It wus almost 
impossible for this to occur, as the 
quarantine precautions are as good as those olf 
any city inthe world. LEverv vessel from an in- 
fected port is thoroughiy examined and disin- 
fected, and the danger from that source very 
small indeed. Prof. Janeway, Health Commis- 
sioner, was equaily emphatic in declaring there 
was no cause for alarm in New York. Such 
isolated cases occur every year, but the author- 
ities have no difficulty in preventing the spread 
of the disease.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 16.—The striking shoe- 
makers in the employ of Messrs. Shirley & 
Rommel again assembled this morning for dis- 
cussion of the difference with their employers. 
Separate consultations of the several branches 
of the trade were at rst held, and it 
was decided that each division should hold 
out until the other’s terms should be agreed 
upon. Afterwards a general meeting was held.

THE EAST. 
TURKEY AND ENGLAND, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 16.—The difficulties 
between Turkey and England relative to the in- 
troduction of reforms in Asia Minor are almost 
entirely removed, Type convention with Austria 
relative to the oceupation of Bosnia and Herze- 
govina has been con tuded. The duration of 
the occupation has not been fixed, but several 
articles recognizé the sovereignity of the Sultan. 

GREECE. , 

A note addressed by the Porte to the Powers 
in reference to the demand of Greece declares 
that Turkey never ‘accepted the principle of 
rectification of the Greek frontier. It says no 
really national insurrection has broken out in 
Thessaly and Epirus since 1829. Armed bands 
have passed the frontiers, but have not been 
able to draw the population into an insurrec- 
tionary movement. Greece lays stress upon 
the moderation displayed during the war, but 
she negotiated with Russia several times, and 
mooted the question of the partition of Roume- 
lia. She asked for naval assistance from Rus- 
sia, and, not obtaining it, renounced the idea of 
going to war through dread of the power ot 
Turkey. 


AUSTRIAN DEFEATS. 

BELGRADE, Aug. 6.—Adyvices from insur- 
gent sources represent that Gen. Szapary’s de- 
feat of the 10th instant was disastrous. It is re- 
ported tnat he abandoned a battery, a quantity 
of arms and amufition, and many horses. 
The insurgents claim his defeat in a second bat- 
tle, and. that Gen. Philipovich's army is falling 
back towards the River Save. 

JOINING THE INSURGENTS. 

Vienna, Aug. 16.—Thirty Turkish battalions 
in Bosnia, including five of the regular troops, 
have joined the ipsurgents. 

AUSTRO-TURKISH CONVENTION.

HIS EXECUTION AT BERLIN. 
BERLIN. Aug. 16--Emil Hoedel, who at- 
tempted the assassination of the Emperor Will 
iam, May 11, in the avenue Unter den Linden. 


the new prison. The Imperial warrant, declar- 
ing that justice should take its course, was 
signed on the 8th of fhe present month. Hoe 
del's age was about 21. On the trial be pro- 
tested that he had not intended to take the life 
of the Emperor, but sought to sacrifice his own 
life in a public manner in order to create sym- 
pathy for the sutlering people. Numerous wit- 
nesses, however, testified that Hoedel leveled 
his weapon direct at the Emperor. 

The reluctance of the Emperor to permit the 
execution of Hodel was at last overcome, and 
the Imperial decree Was issued commanding the 
carrying out of the sentence of the court. 

Hoede! was informed ot his fate only a short 
time before the time fixed. He received the 
announcement at firet stolidlv, but afterward 
betrayed great agitation. Ssme difliculty had 
been experienced in obtaining an executioner. 
It is reported that the man who at last accepted 
the task is a respectable butcher of Berlin. 

When conducted to the vlace of execution 
Hoede!l trembled, and his countenance was ashy 
pale. The business was very quickly done. He 
was made to kpeel down; the executioner 
raised an immense double-handied sword, and 
the head fell upon the scaffold. 

It is rep that the executioner refused 
any reward. 

loedel, when informed that his execution 
Was ixed upon, became deathiy pale. He wish- 
ed to plead for pardon, but recovered his com- 
posure when told this was useless. He then 
asked for wine for supver, and drank to the 
Commune and leader of the Social Democracy. 
When the sentence was read on the scaf- 
fold he spat disdainfully aud cried “ Bravo!“ 
He repulsed the minfstrations of the chaplain, 
declaring therm useless, as it would take years 
to convert him. Fisty: persons, including the 
Ollicials, judges, poli and twelve citizens, at- 
tended the execution, which is generally ap- 
proved. An official notice of the execution has 
been posted through®ut the city as a warning.

A CALIFORNIA TRAGEDY, 

Sax Francisco, Aug. 16.—Details of th 
confessions of Dye and Anderson are to the 
fotlowing effect; Dye had found the office of 
Pubiie Administrator uuprofitable, end had re- 
marked occasionally in jest that be would have 
to kill some one to make it pay. The Wea ob- 
tained a deep hold on his mind, and he took 
Anderson, whom he had for @ long time en- 
ployed in his butcher shop, and another party 
yet unknowa, into his counsels. Dye apd Au- 
derson charge each other with being the original 
temrter. They finally fixed on Tullis as the 
victim. Dye had been his friend and neigh 
bor for twelve years, and knew the 
value of his property, and us Tu- 
lis had never been communicative 
concerning his family affatre it was supposed he 
had no relatives to claim the estate. Over two 
months ago Anderson and an unknown party 
went to Tullis’ place to put the plan inte opers- 
tion, but their courage failed them. Dye 
urged the crime persistently, gad Anderson 
coucetved the idea of murder by polson, A 
bottle of poisoned cocktails was prepared ia 
a saloon kept by Dye & Clarke in Sacramento 
and Anderson went to Tullis’ ranch ostensibly 
in search of work, and gave him a bottle afters 
number vf drinks together from a bottle of 
good liquor and left. For some reason this 
plot miscarried. It was then decided that bola 
work was required. A boat was built at Dyes 
house, Sacramento, and Andersou puiled n 
down to the river, was joined by a contederate 
below the city, aud they proceeded to Tullis’ 
ranch, found him in the orehard, knocked him 
down with a sand bag, and shot him in several 
places. This was on the evening of Thursday., 
the Ist inst., at 7 o’clock. 

Dye this evening staid at his house in Sacra 
mento till 8 o’elock, entertaining a visitor. 
He excused himself, took a baggy, drove down 
the river about sixteen miles, met the assassins 
at the place appointed, and drove them back to 
Secramento. During the ride they related all 
the circumstances of the murder to Dye. 

The trio returned much under the ffluence of 
liquor. Dye says Anderson had revealed to 
him the crimes of his past life, including the 
murder of two sheep-herders in the vicinity of 
Sacramento. Dye’s plan for real on the 
estate of Tullis was to compound withthe credit- 
ors.

THE VICTIM. 

HIS REMAINS CONSIGNED TO THE TOMB. 
The funeral of the late Alvaro B. Clark, mur- 
dered, took place at his residence in La Grange 
at 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning, and was 
attended bya large number of people for that 
village. Everything was conducted with order. 
and a great deal of sympathy was expressed by 
the neighbors, both for the deceased and the 
widow, who was neatly attired in a bla 
dress. She did not appear to 
deeply despondent, but, on the contrary, 
evinced some degree of cheerfulness at times 
while giving her directions. After the funeral 
services were concluded, the remains were taken 
to Barber’s Corners, or Dupage Centre, for 
burial, accompanied by Mrs. Clark and her two 
eldest children. They were gone all day, Mrs. 
Clark and the boy returning on the half-past 6 
o’clock train. The little girl was left at her 
uncle’s, in Naperville, the latter, Mr. Seth 
Clark, and wife, accompanving the bereaved 
widow to her home, to remain with her over 
night. 

Mrs. Clark was brought up at Barber’s Cor- 
ners, and Alvaro Ciark resided near her in his 
boyhood. They went to school together, and 
togetber grew up, loved, and were engaged to 
be married. But about this time the War broke 
out, and Alvaro, like a great many other noble 
young men, joined the army to fight his coun- 
try’s battles. He enlisted in the Twelfth 
Cavalry, and served all throughthe War with his 
regiment, while Ida, the girl who bad 
sworn to cherish his memory, remained true to 
him to the end, and when he came home, cov 
ered with glory and battle-woru, she greeted 
him with the same old smile that had rested in 
one corner of his heart since their last parting. 
They were married, and were considered a good 
match by all who knew them, She was smart 
and lively. while he was thriftv and respected 
by all who knew him. They resided for 


a little time at SBarber’s Corners, after- 
wards removed to Dwight, then to another 
piace, and finally settled down in the Village 
of La Grange, which vroved to be the last 
abiding place of the husband upon this earth. 
The family were Episcopalians in their belief. 
AT THE SCENE. 

A representative of Tux lLuntexx again paid 
a visit to the scene of horror yesterday. He 
found the place deserted by all save Mr. 


Durland and his family, who had kind- 
ly taken charge of affairs in the 
absence of Mrs. Clark. The premises 


were glanced over by the reporter, and note 
taken of every circumstance which might have 
a bearing upon the murder. Tnere were blood- 
spots upon the sidewalk near the pump, be- 
tween the house and barn. Mr. Durland stated 
that he had visited the stable Wednesday night, 
after the murder, and had found one of the 
horses standing loose in his stall with a 
bridle on. It was the poorest ‘horse of 
four in the stable, though it could 
run the fastest for a little way. The barn 
is entered by the south door, over a huge pile 
of stable offal, the structure being elevated 
several feet upon posts. From the nature of the 
ground, Mr. Clark must have received the shot 
as he was standing upon the pile of offal, and 
about to step up into the barn, from some per- 
son standing near the entrance. and most like- 
ly partly behind the sliding door. 

if the above theory is correct, it may have 
been the intention of the perpetrator to com- 
mit the deed, then mount the horse 
and flee away in the darkness to 
elude pursuit, but for some reason he changed 
his mind and left on foot. Perbaps the victim 
appeared before the assassin had gotten the 
horse in readiness. Mr. Wood, a neighbor, 
clatms that be discovered tracks jeading across 
the lot from the direction of Mr. Clark's barn 
early on Thursday morning, which looked as 
though they had been made by a man running.

Mrs. Durland was asked to point out the 
shelf whereon Mrs. Clark stated the revolver 
lay when Mr. Clark asked for it last Monday. 
The reporter was led into Mr. Clark’s room. 
and to a closet adjoining, where was discovered 
a common pine shelf. about five feet trom the 
oor. There was nothing of consequence upon 
this shelf, and it is simply wonderfui that a 
loaded revoiver should be kept im such an 
insecure place, with children 10 and 11 years 
of sage playing about, and it was even 
more wonderful that those children should 
never have discovered it, especially the boy, who 
occupied the room with his tather. 

There are but two theories plausible in this 
mysterious affair: Eitner Mr. Clark was sbot 
while ascending the hall stairs by some person 
in the house, or he was murdered by a person 
standing by the barn-door ready to reccive him 
as he entered. 

The jast theory looks the most feasible, on 
account of the biood-stains upon the walk, and 
the testimony of Mrs. Clark and ber son Eddie. 
It ie absurd to advance the tramp or horse- 
thief idea. There was no cause for shooting in 
self-defense, as the person could easily have 
made bis exit from the rear door. Again, a 
thief would never attempt to steal a horse from 
a barn fifty feet from a house, between 
8 and 9 o'clock, before the family had 
retired, and when every sound of a 
horse’s hoof upon the floor could 
be distmetiy heard for a block away. It was a 
cold-blooded, deliberately planned -assaasina- 
tion, and every circumstance thus lar disclosed 
prociaims it to be a fact that there must have 
been a 

COPARTNERSHIP IN THE CRIME, 
and a common understanding berween at least 
two parties. The horses were set to stamping 
about: Mrs. Clark directed her husband to go 
to the barn and quiet them; he went out and 
met his death. 

According to the statement of the neighbors, 
Mrs. Ciark had always borne a good reputation 
until recently, when there had been some talk 
regarding her intimacy with young St. Peters. 
He had been frequently seen coming to the 
house during the absence ot Mr. Clark. Tbe 
children were evidently instructed to favor 
their mother aud her visitor by telling 
their father or anybody else who 
might ask, that they knew nothing 
of St. Peters’ visits. They had repeatedly told 
their father that he had not been there when 
they knew he had. They had told the neigh- 
bors the same thing when questioned by them. 
The little girl had been seen to make signs to 
St. Peters from her mother’s chamber window 
with a handkerchief, and he had been seen to 
turn back in response. He is a young man of 
rather attractive appearance, and he used to 
dress himself up on Sundays iu an elegant man- 
ner. He was not well known ip the neighbor- 
hood. After he leit Mr. Clark, he boarded for 
atime with Mr. Durland, and paid trequent 
visits to Mrs. Clark during her bhusband’s ab- 
sence. The children, according to the general 
im pression, were not to be credited in their 
statements, and the boy is believed to know 
much more of the affair than he told the jury 
Wednesday. 

Another girl acted as a servant in the Clark 
family besides Caroline Zimmering. She was 
with them up to a few weeks ago, and it is 
thought she may know something of the rela- 
tions existing between Mrs. Clark and Joe St. 
Peters. She said to a neighbor once that she 
thought that there must be some signs with the 
window-blinds going on in Mrs. Clark’s room. 
She might be a vaiuable witness to bring before 
the jury at the inquest to-day. Her first name 
is “Rickie,” and she resides in a one- 
story, wood-colored frame cottage, near 

a large brick house, about half or three-quarters 
of a mile west of Riverside. 

The inquest will be continued at noon to-day, 
at which time it is expected that Joe St. Peters, 
the girl Caroline Zimmering, and perhaps one 
or two other witnesses, wil! appear. Mr. and 
Mrs. Durland were of opinion that the testimony 
of Grote and Mrs. Saunders was worthless, inas- 
much as they would not believe either of them 
under oath. 


RIVER-IMPROVEMENT. 
Assembly of the Board of Engineers at St. 
Louis, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Loos, Mo., Aug. 16.—The Board of 
United States Engineers ordered by the War 
Department to assemble in this city for the pur- 
pose of reporting and devising harmonious 
plans for the improvement of the Mississippi 
and Missouri Rivers, have been in session for 
the past two days at the office of Gen. Simp- 
son, United States Locai Engineer for this dis- 
trict. The Board consists of Gen. Barnard, 
who is absent just now, Gen. Tanner, and Gen. 
Wright. They have been in consultation with 
Col. Farqubar, United States Local Engineer in 
charge of the district from St. Paul tothe mouth 
of the Illinois River; Gen. Simpson, of the 
district from the mouth of the Illinois to the 
mouth of the Ohio; Gen. Comstock, of the dis- 


leans; and Maj. Suter, of the district compris- 
ing the Missouri River from Sioux City to its 
mouth. Each of the local engineers is an ex-of- 
ficio member of the Board so far as the im- 


provements in their respective districts are con- 


cerned, or when the latter are under considera- 
tion. Ihe Board have already gone over maps 
aud surveys of Col. Farquhar's and Gen. 
Simpson’s district, and today completed 
their inspection of the surveys of 
the Mississippi by examining the 
maps of Gen. Comstock’s district. The Board 
will continue in sessiou until they get througu 
these preliminary examinations, and then, in 
consequence of duties requiring the presence of 
Gens. Tanner and Barnard in Washington, wil 
adjourn to meet again at a not-distant day in 
this city. Capt. John J. Mitchell, President of 
the Kansas City, St. Louis & Chicago Railroad, 
has invited the Board to take a trip by rail 
through St. Charles and Glasgow, for the pur- 
pose of examining the Missouri River at these 
points. Through Capt. Mitchell the Mavor of 
Kausas City has extended an invitation to the 
Board to visit that point, to inspect the condition 
of the Missourithere. The Board signified their 
desire to accept both invitations, and will make 
the proposed trip as soon as practicable. In re- 
gard to the appropriation for this district of 
$245,000, the latter officer said that $75,000 was 
appropriated ior closing up Cahokia Creek on 
the east side of Arsenal Island. The estimates 
asked by the lovai engineers for needed im- 
provements were generally cut down by Con- 
gress 40 or 50 per cent, and it was not the fault 
of the engineer if the appropriations were 
meagre and soon exbausted. The appropria- 
tions of $209,000 made in past years by the city 
for the improvement of the river at this point 
had been tu a great extent useless, because the 
half-completed work at the dam known as the 
Homer Dyke had to be undone by the Govern- 
ment engineers.

FIAT PAPER AND POSTAGE STAMPS. 
40 the Editor of The Tribune. 

Carcaco, Aug. 16.—In your answer to a com- 

munication from CaLvin D'Worr, of the 10th 
inst., on the question of flat money, unwittingly 
or otherwise you make use of the very argument 
which the fiat-moneyisis have always urged in 
favor of their financial theory. You say: 
Mr. D'Worr Mustrates his idea of tlat money by a 
horse-car ticket: other flatists do the, same by means of 
the postage-stamp. But. 127 enough, che one 
overlooks the fact that the value of the car-ticket con- 
sists in its redemption on demand by a ride on the 
horse-car. This actual service constitutes its redemp- 
tion and makes it current, and not any flat” of the 
companies. The postage-stamp persons also fail to 
1 — for some reason, that the stamp is redeemed 
yy Carrying the letter to ite destination. This equals 
in value the money paid for the stamp, and the stamp is 
equivaient to the money on the one side, d the serv- 
ice of carrying the letter on the other. 

The flatists do not lose sight of the fact that the 

service rendered on presentation of the car-ticket 
and the carrying of the letter by the postage 
stamp constitute the complete and satisfactory re- 
demption of each. They are as fully redeemed as 
if the stamp or ticket had been first exchanged for 
gold, and the latter paid to the sireet-car company 
for a ride, or to the agents of the Government for 
carrying a letter to ite destination. 
The üatists demand that the United States shall 
issue an absolute money, which shall, by the au- 
thority of the United States, be declared a legal- 
tender for all debts, public and private, —which 
shall be receivable by the Government for duties 
onimports. When the Government has received a 
dollar of this absolute money in payment of a claim 
due thereto by a citizen for taxes, this dollar 
is as fully and effectually redeemed as the street- 
car ticket when a ride has been given therefor, or 
the postage-stamp wher it has funfilled its mission 
by carrying a letter to its destination. The car- 
ticket was used as a medium of exchange only by 
common consent of the people of Chicago. There 
was nothing behind it to compel a citizen to take 
it in payment of a deot or take notaing. Fiat 
money must have the power of the United States 
at its back, with the declaration that it must be re- 
ceived and bonored by every citizen as a full legal - 
tender. It is not claimed that this money would 
carry with it any purchasing power further than 
would be given it by common consent. by reason 
of its power to liquidate the debt of one 
citizen to another or to the -Government it- 
self. Purchasing power cannot, by a free Govy- 
ernment, be given to any form of money, 
whether it be of gold, silver, nickel, or paper. 
There is no purchasing power in a piece of gold 
as large as a house, whetberstamped or unstamped, 
except such power as may be given it by common 
consent. It is no argument against fat money, 
therefore, to say that it can have no purchasing 
power derived from the Government. 

If lowe my neighbor a hundred dollars which I 
desire to pay, and own a horse which I can sell 
for a hundred dollars it matters not to me wheth- 
er Il sell for gold representing a hundred doilars in 


value, or in paper money representing the same 
amount, provided both are a legal-tender; for I 
can pay my neighbor with one as well as the other. 
The purchasing power of my customer's guid is no 
greater than his paper, because each answers the 
same purpose tome. Hence it is that purchasing 
power will be given to an absolute fiat paper money 
by the commercial world by common 
consent and not by the power of the 
Government. The power of the Government to 
issue this much-talked-of flat money is another 
question; but, at the same time, a question, I 
think, which aamitsof little argument. The pow- 
er of a Government is second only to that of the 
Almighty, and certainly can only be limited by the 
wishes of the people of whom it is composed. If 
the Constitution is in the way, the Constitution 
can, at the command of the people, be cnanged, as 
has heretofore been demonstrated. If the Consti- 
tution forbids the issuing of such money as the 
people require, it must, as the creature of the peo- 
pie, be made to yield its consent, as it did when 
the people demanded that the negro should be al- 
lowed to exercise all the rights of a free citizen. 
As a lawyer. 1 give my bumble opinion, free of 
charge, that the Government bas the power to is? 
suc an absolute legal-tender flat money not re- 
deemable in coin. The next question is, Do the 
people want it?“ Isaitau FuGATE. 
REPLY. 

It is well this lawyer fixes at noth- 
ing the value of 
that is exactly what it is worth. It 
is very certain that the Government has nev- 
er attempted to make irredeemable fiat paper 
an absolute legal-tender between citizens, 
and it is also very certain that if the fiat-ab- 
solutists obtain control of the law-making 
power of the nation and pass such an act, 
the business public will protect themselves 
by the immediate adoption of the California 
custom of coin contractse—making all debts 
payable in coin. No man would give trust, 
loan money, or sell property, to be paid for 
in the future in fiat scrip, regardless of what 
it might happen to be worth when the note 
fell due. But we shall not stop here to ar- 
gue the constitutional power of Congress to 
make irredeemable fiat scrip an “ absolute 
legal-tender.” The copy of the Constitution 
used in this office confers no such authority 
on Congress, which is a legislative body re- 
stricted to the exercise of powers conferred 
upon it by that instrument. The only sanc- 
tion for issuing greenbacks (which are notes 
redeemable In coin) was War necessity,” — 
the same kind of necessity that authorized 
the Government to seize a man’s body by

chasing power in each nation, allowances 
being made for cost of transportation, densi- 
ty of population, effect of tariffs and 
taxes, commerciat disturbances, ete. The 
tendency is always towards an equilibrium of 
purchasing power of gold and silver money 
among the nations in close commercial rela- 
tions, and the. more they deal with cach 
other and exchange products the more equal 
the relative purchasing power of coin be- 
comes. 

American “ fiat” paper money would not 
circulate outside of the Union; it would be 
a legal-tender nowhere else; no other na- 
tion would receive it for taxes; it would 
have no intrinsic or bullion value; it could 
not be recoined. The purchasing power of 
gold bullion in this country is the same as 
legal-tendér gold coins. Gold bullion all 
over Europe has equal purchasing power in 
each country with the legal gold coin of 
those countries where it isa tender, and it 
buys on a par with silver in those countries 
where silver is the sole legal-tender. Irre- 
deemable fiat scrip, though an absolute 
legal-tender, would have ne such world- 
wide common consent to support its pur- 
chasing power. 

In the case of car-tickets, the companies 
sell them for cash and limit the issue to the 
actual purchasers. The holders can present 
them for redemption in rides at any hour of 
the day or night when the cars are running ; 
hence they are always redeemable on de- 
mand of any holder, and are canceled as 
fast as redeemed. If a horse-car company 
would pay out car-tickets in large quantities 
to its creditors and employes, leaving them to 
dispose of the tickets, they would immedi- 
ately depreciate in proportion to the excess 
of tickets thus’ issued over the ordinary 


So likewise of postage-stamps; if they 
were thrust upon the public faster than the 
postal consumption they would depreciate in 
the hands of the holders just in the propor- 
tion of the redundancy. The Government 
restricts their issue to the actual orders of 
the public accompanied by the cash. No 
more arein the hands of the people than 
are absolutely needed, and as fast as they are 
stuck on the envelopes and wrappers they 
are immediately canceled by the Govern- 
meht and not reis#uad. What preserves their 
value in the hands of e public at par with 
their cost is instant redemption on de- 
mand in postal service, immediate cancella- 
tion, and the close restriction of their issue 
to the actual needs of the public as ascer- 
tained by its voluntary purchases. If they 
were issued on the plan of making postage- 
stamps cheap and plentiful, their value in the 
hands of the holder would quickly suffer im- 
pairment, and no flat could prevent it. It 
is redemption on demand and close limita- 
tion in issue that preserves them from de- 
preciation. There is no similarity perceiv- 
able between postage-stamps and fiat scrip ; 
they are utterly unlike. 

The way of putting “fiat” into circula- 
tion would not be to sell it for coin money 
and limit the issue to so much as would thus 
be purchased. It would not be redeemed at 
the pleasure of the holder in coin or any- 
thing else. It would only be redeemed for 
Federal taxes. Not one man in a hundred 
pays any taxes directly to the Government. 
Ninety-nine per cent of thé people could not 
get rid of it for Federal taxes, because they 
do not oweany. The classes who pay Fed- 
eral taxes are the few importers, distillers, 


‘tobacco-manufacturers, bankers, and some 


others. A man who had $1,000 of flat 
paper and owed the Government $20 for a 
liquor-license, for example, could pass off 
$20 of it on Uncle Sam, bat who would 
redeem the remaining $980 for him? What 
could he do with the rest of his flat 7 
Pay debts, says one. Suppose he did not 
owe any debts, and mighty few people would 
get trusted to pay for the goods or groceries 
in such “ fiat.” What purchasing power 
would it have? That is a matter, Mr. 
FuGcate concedes, would have to be 
determined by common consent.” -Yet the 
representative meeting of the ‘‘ Greenback 
Clubs of Illinois, that met in this city re- 
cently, solemnly resolved that the fiat-abso- 
lute irredeemable paper money should be 
protected by the Goyernmént as at par with 
other lawful money in gold and silver.” The 
Missouri Fiat Convention “ resolved” the 
same thing; and most of the Fiatists insist 
that the Government can do it, but they 
never explain how. We must regard them 
as properly named Fiat fools.” 

If the Government embarked in the flat“ 
business, the question of how much purchas- 
ing power its absolute scrip would have as 
compared with coin would depend in a large 
degree upon the quantity issued. As the 
Government would give those who owed it 
taxes or custom duties the option to pay in 
“fiat” or coin, if only a few millions of 
„fiat were issued the demand for it for 
taxpaying purposes would undoubtedly raise 
its purchasing power to an approximation 
with coin ; but just in proportion as the issue 
increased the tendency would be to decline 
below the value of metallic money, This 
value the fiat scrip would possess whether 
it were a legal-tender or not, if it were 
receivable for taxes and customs. So 
long as the quantity issued was limited to a 
small amount it would have considerable 
purchasing power; but make the issue large, 
aud in spite of its legal-tender quality the 
irredeemable scrip would sink down in value. 

Our international commercial relations are 
transacted on the coin basis. The interest 
on the national debt is specifically made 
payable in coin. The Government would 
therefore have to sell its irredeemable fiat 
paper money to the brokers for coin to the 
amount of $90,000,000 or $95,000,000 a year. 
How much would the New York gold-brokers 
give the Government for its irredeemable 
flat? The price would fix its purchasing 
power. All remittances to Europe for goods ; 
for interest on State, city, and railroad bonds ; 
all dividends on American stocks of any kind 
held abroad ; all traveling expenses of Amer- 
ican tourists, would have to be paid for in 
gold or foreign exchange, and the fiat would 
have to be sold to the New York gold-brokers 
for what they would give for it. These 
transactions, and the Government purchases 
of gold to pay the pledged coin interest on 
the.pational debt, would each day fix the 
value or purchasing power in coin of the fiat 
paper. The Fiatist who shuts his eyes to this 
inevitable touchstone of value acts like the 
silly ostrich which thinks it conceals itself 
by hiding its head in the sand. 

As the Fiat demagogues would howl for 
plenty of cheap money to make wages seem 
high and prices booming, it would be issued 
with no niggardly hand, and with an effect 
on its purchasing power quite easy to fore- 
see. The more that would be issued the 
greater the depreciation, and then more 
would be needed to make up in quantity 
what was lost in power, The 
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ar it out by the billion as 
run it off, until the country would have such 
a surfeit as would cure it forever of the fiat 
folly. It would finally sell, not by the piece 
but by the pound, like rags, and the ton, like 
straw. We can’t see much resemblance be- 
tween such stuff and redeemable postage- 
stamps. 


THE YELLOW FEVER PLAGUE. 

The terrible progress of the yellow fever 
along the Mississippi River gives to the his- 
tory of that disease in this country a new 
interest.. The close relations which exist 
between all parts of the country; and the 
facilities of transportation and communica- 
tion are such ag to Jead to very natural 
apprehensions that the scourge may be 
transplanted from one locality to another. 
In the reports and papers of the American 
Health Association for the year 1873, pub- 
lished by Herp & Hovanrton in 1875-76. 
there is a comprehensive history of the 
yellow fever epidemic of 1873, and an inter- 
esting paper by Dr. J. M. Toner on the dis- 
tribution and natural history of the disease 
as it occurred at different times in the 
United States. Accompanying this paper is 
amap on which is located every point at 
which there have ever occurred cases of yel- 
low fever between 1668 and 1874. These 
locations extend from Corpus Christi, at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande, along the coast of 
Texas and up the rivers of that State; all over 
the State of Louisiana as far west as Shreve- 
port, and up the Mississippi River to Cairo. 
The State of Mississippi has been visited at 
numerous places, as has also the State of 
Alabama, reaching as far north in that State 
as Selma. Florida has had several visits ; 
Georgia, principally at Savannah; South 
Carolina at Charleston, North Carolina at 
Newbern and Wilmington, Virginia at Nor- 


folk and Portsmouth. Baltimore has had 


frequent visits, Philadelphia was at one 
time a greater sufferer than even New Or- 
leans. At various times it has reached New 
Jersey, New York City, Albany, New Haven, 
Providence, Boston, and Portsmouth, N. H. 
It is but just to state that the visitations of 
yellow fever to points on the Atlantic north 
of Norfolk have been at comparatively re- 
mote dates, and that Memphis has marked 
the northern limit of the disease in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

Dr. Toxzn gives much weight to the the- 
ory that diseases have geographical areas 
and limits, modified somewhat by latitude 
and by topographical features and condi- 
tions which may determine the types of dis- 
ease as do climate and elevation the fauna 
and flora of localities. Dr. Draxz, who has 
become an authority as regards yellow fever, 
fixes the limit of the disease in the United 
States at an elevation of 400 feet; this view 
agrees with observations in Cuba. At Xalapa, 
in Mexico, on the same parallel with Vera 
Cruz, 4,330 feet above the sea, yellow fever 
is unknown. A doubtful case (in 1802) is 
said to have occurred at Winchester, Va., 
at an altitude of 700 feet, and in 
1871 a person on his way North died at the 
same place, supposed to be of yellow fever. 
Cases at Cincinnati in 1871 and 1873 were 
strangers who contracted the disease before 
reaching that place. Whatever be the force 
of the theory of elevation, yellow fever has 
never reached in this country,in an epi- 
demic form, an elevation of 500 feet. The 
conceded home of yellow fever is the 
West Indies and the Bahamas, with a por- 
tion of the adjacent Continents of North 
and South America, “A square formed by 
the 45th and the 100th degrees of longitude, 
and the 35th north and Sth south latitude, 
will include the fayorite region of this dis- 
ease.” It is added by Dr. Toner: “ A. 
though originating within the square named, 
history shows that it may prevail on the sea- 
coast in any locality within the tropics, north 
and south of the equator, when malarial 
fevers prevail, and the daily average of the 
thermometer is over 75 or 80 degrees, 
with a high dew-point for weeks or months 
together.” The disease is controlled in its 
severity and checked in its spread, or entire- 
ly arrested, by storms, heavy rains, and most 
effectually by frost. It is a disease of cities 
rather than of rural districts, and of villages 
rather than of scattered country dwellings. 
Its appearance is generally coincident with 
the season of bilious intermittents, and the 
first cases are said nearly always to occur near 
the water, in the lowest and most iusalu- 
brious places. The history of the yellow 
fever at various points has special interest. 
We have room only for the leading towns. 

Thus it has a record at Mobile, dating in 
1705. Its highest annual mortality in that 
city was in 1839, when the deaths were 240, 
and in 1853, when they were 1,151. It ap- 
peared in Hartford and New London, Conn., 
in 1798 and in 1800, and in New Haven 
in 1743 and at intervals as late as 
1819. From 1798 to 1802, it visited various 
towns in Delaware. In Pensacola, Fla., 
it dates in 1746 and continues at intervals un- 
til 1873. Savannah, Ga., had it in 1839, 
and in 1854 the deaths reached 550, and the 
latest visit was in 1858. In 1873 Cairo had 
17 deaths,—cases brought from below. The 
first date of yellow fever in New Orleans is 
in 1769; the number of deaths 1s not stated 
before 1817. In that year it began in June 
and lasted to December, the deaths reaching 
800. In 1819 the deaths were 2,190. The 
visits were almost annual. In 1847 it lasted 
until December, and the deaths were 2,259; 
in 1853 the disease lasted from May till 
December and the deaths were 7,970; in 1854, 
2,423; in 1855, 2,670; in 1858, 3,889; in 
1867, 3,093; in 1873 the deaths were only 
225. Shreveport, which was s0 ter- 
ribly scourged in 1873, had been 
visited previously but once, in 1853. 
Baltimore, Md., was regularly visited by 
the fever from 1794 to 1822, and Boston 
from 1691 to 1819; New Bedford, Salem, 
Newburyport, and other parts of Massa- 
chusetts had occasional cases from 1741 to 
1798. There were no less than 259 deaths 
in Nantucket in 1763. There is no mention 
of any fever at the town of Grenada, Miss., 
now almost depopulated, in the past records 
of the disease. Natchez seems to have been 
a frequent residence for the disease. In 
1854 and 1855, some deaths from yellow fever 
took place at St. Louis, but the persons had 
been brought there on boats. One hundred 
deaths from yellow fever took place at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., in 1798. No cases have been 
known in New Jersey since 1811. Forty-five 
persons died at Albany in 1746; in 1702, no 
less than 570 persons died in New York City ; 
in 1795, 730; in 1798, 2,080; in 1803, 700; 
in 1822, 230. Since then the cases 
have all been at quarantine. Phila- 
delphia, in early days, suffered seriously. 
In 1699, the deaths were 220; in 1793, 4,041; 
in 1797, 1,300; in 1798, 3,500; in 1799, 
1,000. After that year the disease never ex- 
isted but in a mild form, and from 1820 to 
1858 there were no cases. In 1870 there 
were 18 cases at quarantine, In 1864, 700 
deaths took place at Newbern, N. C. From 
1795 to 1805 nearly all the towns of Rhode 
Island were visited annually. In Charleston, 
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8. 0 , the fever vas a somewhat regular vis- 
itor from 1699 to 1871, me highest mortality 
in amy one year being 717 in 1858. The 

its to Memphis were in 1833, 1855, 1866, 

in 1873,—the deaths in the latter year 
being 1,244. Though yellow fever has ex- 
i in various parts of Texas, Galveston 
been the greatest sufferer,—in 1867 the 
deaths reaching 1,150. Norfolk, Va., claims 
aintance with the yellow fever since 
1748. In 1855 the deaths were 1,807, and at 
Portsmouth, an adjoining town, 1,000. 

It will be seen that all these points where 
yellow fever has prevailed in this country 
are located along the coasts, or on the rivers 
entering the ocean, and all at a slight eleva- 
tion above the sea. There is not, however, 
any explanation given or offered why the 
yellow fever which, eighty anda hundred years 
ago, was so virulent in the North Atlantic 
cities, is confined now, and has been for 
fifty years, to the cases intercepted at quar- 
antine. Is this due to rigid quarantine and 
sanitary regulations, and was the disease in 
former days introduced from abroad, and 
then naturally propagated in the absence of 
sanitary care and precautions ? 

Dr. Jon M. Ensxrxe, in his report on the 
yellow fever at Memphis in 1873, states that 
on Aug. 11 two persons brought to the city 
on n boat died. The cases were supposed to 
be ‘malignant bilious fever. From the cabin 
where these died the disease spread and had 
gained a firm footing before its true charac- 
ter was recognized, The local conditions of 
the part of the city where the disease began 
is represented to have been such as might 
have originated any disease, and especially 
one of the malignant character of yellow 
fever. It was not until September that the 
yellow fever was recognized as an epidemic. 
Dr. Ensx pronounced the disease to be 
infectious and not contagious. It began 
at the water’s edge of the city, and required 
a month to travel over the distance 
of a quarter of a mile, before it had 
acquired sufficient momentum‘ from 
its accumulating materies morli to diffuse it- 
self over the northern half of the city. It 
obeyed the law of gradual extension, and 
spread from house to house and street to 
street. After this it began to appear in dif- 
ferent centres at variable distances, and in 
which no contact or even apparent reasona- 
able probabilities of exposure existed. Frosts 
did not destroy it entirely; it demanded ice 
to kill it. During the prevalence of the fe- 
ver all other diseases seemed to have been 
entirely subordinated. Malaria was de- 
throned and overwhelmed.” 

Another statement represents that the dis- 
easé spread at night as if from house to 
house ; that it attacked premises wholly free 
from exposure to contact; and that, of the 
thousands of persons who left the city m the 
afternoons and returned in the day-time dur- 
ing business hours only, no one was attacked. 
It did not extend beyond the city. It is 
supposed to extend in some form of malaria 
near the surface of the earth, and the case is 


mentioned that the public jail, being sur- 


rounded by a high wall, escaped the infection, 

The news from Memphis and New Orleans 
indicates that the spread of the disease at 
this time is Without precedent, and flight 
from the locality, in view of the probable 
length of warm weather, is the wisest meas- 
ure of safety. 


RAISING SUGAR IN THE NORTH. 
Some days ago Tur Tammo directed the 


attention of its readers to the Minnesota 
claim that a certain variety of the Indian 
corn had been raised in that State from 
which sugar can be made and granulated 
that compares favorably with the Cuban prod- 
uct.| The experiments which have been 
made on a large scale in two counties have 
proved sufficiently successful to encourage a 
couple of gentlemen to erect machinery at 
the Minnesota State Fair, which will be held 
in St. Paul early in September, with which 
they propose to manufacture and granulate 
sugar in the presence of the public, and from 
stalks of their own raising. This will cer- 
tainly be a practical test, and there is 
a special reason for anticipating success, 
since Gen. Le Doc, United States Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, discovered at the Min- 
nesota State Fair a year ago some granulated 
sugat manufactured from corn-stalks raised 
in Minnesota, which first directed attention 
to the subject. Another reason for predict- 
ing success is that similar but independent 
experiments have been made by a scientific 
agriculturist in Western Pennsylvania with 
equally favorable results. In both cases the 
best sugar-prodacing stalk has been one 


raised from seeds that were brought here 


from China, which appears to thrive equally 
well in the Minnesota and Pennsylvania 
climates. The Pennsylvania experiments 
are thus described : 


His experiments seem to warrant the belief that 
the yield of sugar from this source may be made 
by a careful system of manufacture to equal per 
acre of ground planted nearly the average of sugar 


now produced from the sugar-cane in Louisiana, , 


and that the American people could easily render 
themselves independent of foreizn nations and the 
caprices of the foreign sugar trade by growing and 
manufacturing their own sugar at comparatively 
email cost. The same system of manufacturing 
the sugar from the sorghum applies to the manu- 
facture of sugar from the cornstalk. Results like 
thie have never been claimed before, and, if these 
claims be established as facts during the coming 
season, their importance not only to this country, 
but also foreign nations, ie well worthy of the 
most careful consideration, and is almost beyond 
estimate. These varieties of sorghum which are 
well Known to have 7 — heretofore only a crude 
table sirup, especially the old Chinese sorghum, 

are now to be considered as among our most valu- 
able varieties, yielding a sugar not only of 
the best quality but in the greatest abundance. 
The Pennsylvania gentieman has been experi- 
menting and investigating ever since 1862, and 
under his recent discovery be says that the regu - 
lar Chinese cane m Western Pennsylvania yields 
200 gallons of sirup per acre, and that on good 
soil 300 gallons per acre is claimed to be attaina- 
ble. By the application of gypsum, phosphates, 
and other euperior manures and good cultivation, 

eight pounds of sugar from corn and teu pounds of 
sugar from sorghum-cane may be made from a 
gaiion of dense sirup, and there is scarcely a 
county in the Union in which one or both of these 
planta cannot be successfully grown. If the above 
statement should be proved, then it ie demonstra- 
ble that if one acre in fifty of the area annually 
devoted to the growth of Indian corn in the United 
States be appropriated to the growth either of corn 
or eorghum, for sugar, and properiy worked up, 

tbe product will amply supply our present home 
demand. Stowel!l’s Evergreen aud the Chinese 
cane, in bis opinion, stand at the head of tbe re 

epective especies, doth in productiveness and 
quality, but no special preference for saccharine 
richness is to be given to any one of the oid estab- 
lished varieties above the reet. 


If the promise of these experiments be 
realized, and it shall be possible to produce 
from maize or sorghum practically as good a 
quality of sugar as we now import, it is dif- 
ficult to exaggerate the benefits that will fol- 
low. It willsave the country at least a hun- 
dred millions a year, for the people of the 
United States have been importing sugar 
nud molasses to that amount per annum, aud 
that, too, from the West Indies, which are 
prevented from buying from this eountry iu 
exchange by the discriminating tariff laws 
imposed by Spain. The Americans have 
constitutionally a sweet tooth, and it is grat- 
ified more than any other one appetite. It 
is safe to say that during the past twenty 
years the average amount paid for 
the importation of “sweets” has ex- 
ceeded the amount realised on the sale 
and exportion of breadstuffs. No statement 
could more clearly set forth the vast saving 
that can be made by an adequate home pro- 
duction of sugar. The fact that France 
has been able to raise its own sugar has 
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circumstance to the continued and te 
ent prosperity of that nation m times of 
universal depression; it 1s a great national 


growing the beet-root in this country for the 
manufacture of sugar have met with suf- 
ficient success to encourage a hope that we 
can attain this economy in America througn 
the same means as France. But the climate 


of the Northern States 12 as peculiarly and 
favorably adapted to the growing of the Iu- 


dian cornstalk as that of France is to the 
growing of the beet-root; and, if the former 
eau be made to yield the same results as the 
latter, America may proclaim a mew resouree 
as enduring and unlimited as its supply of 
breadstuffs.

Probably one-third of ali the 
cases issued by the Patent-Olfice, averaging 
about 300 a week for years past, come under 
this head, and, when it is remembered that 
many ot the most valuable mechanical inven- 
tions and articles of mauufacture orizinate with 
the poor meu who are unable to put their cases 
through, and are thus compeiled to share their 
bonors and profits with people in whom moucy 
stands for inventive genius, the marked um por- 
tance of the Attorney General’s ruling is mani- 
fest. There is but little doubt that atest of the 
validity of the decision wili soon be made in the 
courte, Under a provision of the Patent laws, 
when a period of two years elapses before the 
discovery of a vital error in a pateut it becomes 
public property, and it will be readily discerned 
that the énforcement of this provision under the 
Attorney Generai’s ruling will work disaster to 
very man) inventors and their assignets, who 
lauey themselves protected by exclusive briv- 
lleges in their manufactures. The records of 
the Patent Office show thai this decision, if sus- 
tained by the courts, will invatidate vbetweeu 
40,000 and 50,000 live pateuts.

CUSTOM-HOUSES. 
THOSE AT CHICAGO AND MEMPHIS. 
Dispatch to New York Sun (Dem. ). 

Wasmineton, D. C., Aug. 12.—The recent re- 
moval of Burling as Superintendent of the Chi- 
cago Custom-House was but the beginning of 
the reform crusade, of which William Henry 
Smith, Collector of Customs at Chicago, is the 
leading crusader. The fight has now set in to 
have Supervising-Architect Hill removed, and 
emissaries from Chicago have arrived here on 
that business. They were busy to-day trying to 
gather certain evidence showing Hill’s com- 
plicity in corrupt transactions in several cities 
where public buildings are being erected. Hul 
is at present in San Francisco. His friends say 
the fight on bim has become a personal matter 
with William Henry Smith, and one ot political 
advantage with ex-Congressman C. B. well, 
ot Chicago, who, while not much of a reformer, 
bas been working with Smith in this case. Bur- 
ling, the Superintendent who was removed, was 
not in favor of Farwell's return to Congress. 
and McDowell, the new Superintendent, had in 
Farwell his principal supporter for the place. 
William Heory Smith, when be originally made 
the charges against the work on the building, 
accused Hill with being implicated. Assistant 
Secretary French examined the charges and re- 
plied quite sbarply to Mr. Smith on this score, 
as did Mr. Hill, and the latter's friends say that 
this is the reason for the present endeavor to 
secure Hill’s removal. 

When the work on the~ Memphis Custom- 
House began, Schneider, of St. Louis, bad the 
contract for furnisning stone. Congress, at the 
late session, changed the character of the stone 
to Tennessee marbie. ihe Treasury Depart- 
ment relet the contract to Schneider, as he had 
began on the first contract. When Casey 
Youog, member of Congress trom Memphis, re- 
turned to his home trom the session vi Con- 
gress, he got up a meeting aud sent a protest to 
the Treasury Department against the tuifilling 
of Schneider’s contract, alleging that Tennessee 
men should have a chance at furnishing the 


marble. Sherman ordered a suspension 
of the work, advertised for proposals, 
and to-day they were opened. they are 


all less than the contract made with Schneider, 
as that was known to the public. Schneider 
protested, and bid without waiving his protest. 
While the result of the opening of tbe bias will 
not he declared until Seerctery Sherman and 
Supervising Architect Hiil return, it is known 
that a brother-in-law of Casey Youngis ove of 
the lowest. The latter needs all the help that“ 
can be given him by workmen about the Mem- 
phis Custom-House in his effort to be returned 
to Congress. There bas been much quiet com- 
ment here at the action of John Sberman in so 
quickly yielding to Casey Young’s demand. 
When itis remembered that Casey Young did 
all in his power to prevent the mvestization, it 
will not seem so strange.

ROBERTS AND HAYES. 

A DETAILED REPORT OF THAT INTERVIEW. 
New York Times’ Rewvort of Testimony of Col. Ruberis

LOOKING ABOUT FOR A SOURCE WUENCE TO 
SUPPLY THE DEFICIENCY SHOULD THE TO- 
BACCO TAX BE REDUCED. 

Piepates to New York Times. 

WasHineTor, D. G., Aug. 12.—In view of the 
disposition manifested at the last session of 
Congress to revise the Internal-Revenue laws, 
with the intention of reducing taxation on cér- 
tain articles, notably tobacco, it is probable 
that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
will make some very important recommenda- 
tions to Congress in his next annual report, and 
perhaps advise very radical changes in the ex- 
isting rates of taxation. The Internal-Reve- 
nue bill which passed tne House last 
reduction in the

without any amendment to compensate for this 
large reduction, the Treasury would, in all prob- 
ability, be soriounty embarrassed. The advo- 
cates of reduction of the tobacco tax argue that 
the proposed reduction would not produce apy 
serious failing off in the amount of revenue 
now collected from this source, proceed 
upon the theory that a light tax on a staple 
article generally used by the masses increases 
the consumption by cheapening the cost to 
consumers, and thus compensates for the re- 
duction in the rates of tax. In proof of this 
theory they refer to the increased revenue 
derived from distilied spirits aud cigars after a 
reduction was made in the rate of tax on these 
two articles. It is generally admitted that the 
present tax on manufactured tobacco is too 
h,and the opposition in Congress to the 
reduction was upgn the inexpediency of 
cutting down taxation when the revenue of the 
Government is rapidly running down, rather 
than upon the merits of the proposition. It was 
admitted that, if $8,000,000 was stricken from 
the annual revenues, additional taxation would 
have to be imposed, and the recognition of this 
fact was what gave great strength to the prop 
osition to restore the income tax, by which it 
was estimated that from $5,000,v00 to $8,000,000 
would be annually collected. 
It is now believed that provision can be made 
galnst any loss to the revenue that might fol- 
low the reduction of tax on manufactured to- 
bacco without seriously disturbing any domestic 
industry, and without having recourse to a re- 
vival of the income tax. With this object in 
view, it is contemplated by internal revenue 
officials to recommend that the tax on fer- 
mented liquors be increased from $1 to $1.50 
barrel of thirty-one gailons. During the 
ast fiscal year abagt 10,000,000 barrels of fer- 
mented liquors were returned for taxation, and 
at the increased rate of tax named $5,000,000 
would be added to the revenue from this 
source. It is urged that this increase could be 
made without affecting the brewers or the con- 
sumers, as they could readily add the increase 
to the cost of the liquors without affecting 
the price paid to the consumers, because of the 
large profits made by the retail dealers. A bar- 
rel of beer, for instance, now costs the retail 
dealer $4, and he sells it for $20, thus realizing 
150 per cent profit. An additional expense of 
50 cents per barrel on the orriginal cost to the 
retail dealer would not be uureasonable, and 
would not be a sufficiently large advance to jus- 
tify an increase in the present price to the con- 
sumer. The existing tax on fermented liquors 
is potin proportion to the tax now assessed 
upon distilled spirits, cigars, and tobacco, and 
it is very probable that the Commissiof@ of [n- 
ternal Revenue will recommend an increase of 
50 cents per barrel in his next annual report to 
Congress, and that such a recommendation will 
receive the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the President.

made as a permanent inVestment. Nearly every 
day, as he goes over them, he finds individuals, 


often women, investing $50,000 in 
a single lump. By far the largest por- 
tion of registered bonds called for are in 


small denominations,—#50s, $100s, and $500s. 
When a man buys a registered $50 bond, it is to 
be inferred that he has only that amount to in- 
vest; when he buys one, two, or three 8100 
bonds, it is evident that he hasn’t got 3500. 
Judge Schofield says that from his observation 
he judges that the greatest number of invest- 
ors in this new loan are people of smal! savings, 
who have bad their money in savings banks. 
The next largest class of investors are insurance 
and trust companies who want a long-time bond. 
Then there are many new banks starting who 
buy their bonds to secure their circulation, and 
old banks whose bouds have been called in, and 
on Which interest has ceased. Next io order are 
the individual capitalists, chiefly people who take 
large amounts in bonde of large denominations. 
One man recently bought four $50,000 bonds and 
had them registered in his wife’s name. He was 
an old man, and said he wanted to put his money 
where he wouldn’t bave to watch it as long as 
he lived, and in such a shape that the interest 
could be sent to him regularly. The chief ad- 
vavtage of the 4 per cents is, that the interest 
is pavable quarteriy, aud is sent by mail, in a 
draft on New York, tothe owners of registered 
bonds, so that they do not have to employ an 
attorney to collect it. 

Judge Schofield argues that the cry about the 
Government coaxing money away from invest- 
ment in private enterprises is all nousense; that 
there is not so much, by over $30,000,000, invest- 
ed in Government securities to-day as there was 
a year ago, and that for every 4 per cent bond 
sold a 6 per cent bond is purchased by the Gov- 
ernment. The peovle who buy these 4 
per cents are not those who would invest in 
private enterprises. It is a great mistake, and 
a universal one, to suppose that tae most of 
foreign capitalists. 
Some time ago Secretary Sherman instituted-an 
examination into this subject, and, by tracing 
the sdurces from which interest-coupons came, 
and by keeping a record of where the interest 
on registered bonds was sent, it was discovered 
that over SO percent of the public debt is held 
in this country. There is scarcely a village, that 
has a bank in it. that does Lot send its queta of 
coupons to the Treasury twice a year, and reg- 
istered bonds are heid at nearly every town 
where there is a post-office. The Government 
pays less than 20 per cent of the interest on its 
debt to foreign capitalists.

BRENTANO—ALEXANDER.

The report of merchant members of the Cus- 
tom-House Investigating Committee which sat 
in the different cities has not yet been received 
at the Treasury. The Treasurv members of the 
Commission delayed their work solong that the 
merchant members were unable to remain with 
them, and became scattered before the session 
ended. The reports of the official members, 
Meredith, Bingham, and Hinds, have been re- 
ceived, and are guarded with the most zealous 


care. Repeated applications to examine them 
have deen refused. From intimations, 
which have been made, it is evi- 
dent that the Treasury authorities 
intend to withhold these documents for 


use before the Senate in case Senator Conkling 
should make any serious attempt to defeat the 
confirmation of Merritt, and to secure the 
of Arthur and Sharpe. Treasury 
othuials are of the opinion that the report of 
the Jay Commission itself was enough to war- 
rant the remova!s, but in these last reports it is 
claimed that there is evidence of a very serious 
character, of which the public bas as pet re- 
ceived little information, which will be suf- 
ficient to enable the Administration te carry its 
point before the Senate as against Conkling.

THE WESTERN MERCHANTS’ COMPLAINT. 
Special to Cincinnati Commercial. 

Wasuinetron, Aug. 15.—The revort of the 
Commission of Experts, which examined the 
system of appraisement at various Custom- 
Houses throughout the country, and inquired 
into complaints of Western merchants in regard 
to under-valuation of goods at the New York 
Custom- House, has been lying on Secretary Sher- 
man’s desk for over two Weeks, awaiting his re- 
turn. The contents of the report have been con- 
cealed with great care, and no One about the 
Treasury Department, except Tingle, Chief of 
Speciai Agents, and James, Chief of the Cus- 
toms Division, is acquainted with the results 
recahed and thé opimons formed by the Commis- 
sion. The report is very long, and is said to be 
very comprehensive, but whether it justifies the 
complaints of Western merchants, and what 
recommendations are made, will be known only 
when Secretary Sherman to make the 
report public. ; 

CASTING OLD MEMBERS OF CONGRESS OVER- 
BOARD. 

People seem to think that the present Con- 
gress is a failure, for the number of members re- 
nominated is unustially small; and whichever 
party has the majority in the next House of 
Kepresentatives, there will be a remarkably 
large proportion of new men. Advices have 
been received here of the nomination of candi- 
dates in 140 districts out of the 279 represented 
iu Congress. The number of persons nomi- 
nated by the three varties in these 140 districts 
is 212, and only filty-sevem members of the 
present Congress have been renominated; 
thirty-two of these are Republicans and twenty- 
five Democrats. 

ROBESON FOR CONGRESs. 

Information is received here that it is avout 
certain that ex-Secretary Robeson wili be nomi- 
nated for Congress in the First District of New 
Jersey, where a nomination is equivalent to an 
election. Robeson wants to come to Congress 
to fight Whitthorne. 

TREASURY-SOLICITOR RAYNOR TO BE REMOVED. 
it is understood that Kewneth Raynor, So- 
liciter of the Treasury, will be retired at once, 
and Assistant-Solicitor Rebinson appointed in 
his place. Raynor is an old man, being over 70, 
but is vigorous, and a hard, faithful worker; 
but he has written some opinions recently that 
have shown him to be a dapgerous man with his 
pen. One of them, which caused much ridicule, 
was to the effect that the notorious female, Dr. 
Mary Walker. was entitled to one year’s pay as 
a clerk of the Treasury Department, on the 
ground that she had been promised au appoiyt- 
ment by the former Secretary of the Treasury. 
Another of a much more serious character was 
in favor of restoring to banks in the South gold 
captured during the War; and still another, 
wich would have taken millions of dollars out 
of the Treasury had ft not deen reversed 
by Secretary Sherman, was to the effect that 
Confederate railrcads were entitled to payment 
for transportation of troops and suppties during 
the war. Secretary Sherman could not stand 
any such opinions as these, and promptly re- 
versed them ail, and Raynor thinks his services 
have not been appreciated. But the last ana 
most absurd thing Raynor has done was to 
write two jong and labored opinions within 
three weeks of each other, taking different 
sides of the same question. This was on an ex- 
exceedingly important matter, fixing the re- 
spousibility of the ate ‘Meirdpotis diswter on 
tne North Carolina coast. The first one fixed the 
responsibility on the owners of the vessel, but 
before this was promulgated Raynor wrote 
another opinion fixing the responsibility on the 
Government inspectors of steamboats, and ac- 
quitting the owners of all blame, thus letting 
the owners collect their insurance. This seems 
to have settled Raynor's case. and it is now 
stated on good authority that his removal will 
take place when Secretary Sherman returns.

FIRES. 


AT PITTSBURG, PA. 

Prrrsnund, Aug. 16.—A fire broke out this 
evening about 8 o’clock in the boiler-room of 
the Pittsburg Wagon-Works, corner of Beaver 
avenue and Locust street, in the lower part of 
Allegheny, and, spreading with great rapidity, 
svon enveloved the entire establishment. This 
was one of the largest establishments of the 
kind in Western Pennsylvania, and owned 
by the joint stock company of which W. J. 
Kountz is President. The buildings occupied 
one entire block, and were completely destroyed. 
A large drug store, owned by the same com- 
pany, and occupied by D. Hamilton, was also 
destroyed. Hamilton saved the most valuable 


part of his stock. The Joss will proba- 
bly reach $60,000; on which there is 
no iusurance. John UHerbin, who was 


assisting the firemen, was seriously injured by 
a wall falling in on him. The stables of the 


Pittsburg & Manchester car line, adjoining 
the wagon works, were saved, although the 


danger was so great that all the horses, nearly 
200 in number, were turned loose. 

It is not known how the fire dmginated, but 
it is thought from a furnace in the wagon- 
works. 5

New York, Aug. 16.—The Swan says: Mrs. 
Elizabeth Tilton ou Sunday last was visited in 
ber home by a lady of this city, formerly an in- 
timate friend of her family. The visit was 
made at Mrs. Tuton's request. She said she 
had but few visitors, and no one of her old 
frie.ds came to see her except they were sent 
for. She lived quietly with her mother and two 

sous. Within a few days she had taken 
BESSIE TURNER | 
into ber household. The girl came to her with 
a pitiful story of ber attempts to earn a 
living. The cold shoulder was turned upon her 
by Mr. Beecher’s friends as soon as the trial 
was over, and, finding she had miscalculated 
upon their support in reward for devotion to 


their pastor's cause, she obtained a 
fitful support by lending her name 
to a bouk and story principally 
written tor her, and then turned 


to the stage. She was engaged to play subor- 
dinate parts at a small salary. III-fortune 
seemed to attend her, and she lost her position. 
Haviog no home, she thought of Mrs. Tilton, 
and- asked shelter. It was freely given. 

MRS. TILTON TALKED FREELY 
of her confession and previous efforts to save 
Mr. Beeeber. She said she entered bold- 
ly into the plan concocted at the outbreak of 
the scandal to face dowu the charges and lic 
out of them. She kept a lie on the end of her 
tongue, and for four years was ready at any 


moment to speak it if she thought it would 5 


help Mr. Beecher. Since her confession she had 
enjoyed greater peace of mind than ever before. 
She had repented in sackcloth and ashes, and 
believed she had obtained Divine forgiveness, 
and had nothing now to fear for the future. 


Asked if ber husband had influenced her to 


confession, she said: 
“NOT AT ALL. 
tie did not know I contemplated such a thing, 
and had not seen me to’sveak to me about it.“ 
Mrs. Tilton added that she was persuaded to 
hear Mr. Beecher preach by Mrs. Thomas G. 
Shearman, and others who had lamented with 
her at being deprived of his spiritual consola- 
tion. She went one Sunday to Plymouth Church 
heavily veiled. No one recognized her, and but 
two or three persons kuew she was there. Mr. 
Beecher was ignorant of her presence. He 
preached bis powerful sermon on the downfall 
of Gilman, the forger, end the burden of his ar- 
gument was that 
CONFESSION WAS THE ONLY BALM 
for a guilty soul. From his lips the advice had 
a pechliar force, and the words rang in her ears 
for days afterward. She felt the graduai growth 
ol a Getermination to free her conscience of the 
guilt) of falsehood, and, reaching at length 
what she described as a state of great spiritu- 
al exaltation,”’ 
would be the greatest sin of her life. She wrote 
to Mr. Beecher, warning him of her intention. 
She was afraid, she said, if the confession came 
upon him unwares, 
HE WOULD TAKE HIS LIF. 
‘ro 4 lady member of Plymouth Church she 
wrote: “The only place in the world for a self 
conféssed adulteress is in State’s Prison, along 
side William C. Gilman, and how I wish I were 
thera!” Mrs. Tilton expressed the greatest 
surprise at Mr. Beecher’s conduct since her con- 
fessign. She had felt all along that her lies 
were buoving him up, and dreaded the state of 
despair into which she thought her recantation 
would plunge him. How can he so deny God 
and man! she added. As to her future, Mrs. 
Tilton said she felt she 
HAD NONE THIS SIDE OF THE GRAVE. 
Her health was impaired, and her troubles 
made her physically miserable. Her son Car- 
roll, to whom she was devoted, left the Poly- 
technic Institute when her confession was pub- 
lished, and remained home with her, exhibiting 
the tenderest regard for her in many ways, and 
sceking to protect her from annoying visitors. 
He was induced to meet James Shearman 
(brother of Thomas G. Shearman), and that 
gentleman, who, Mrs. Tilton thinks, acted as 
his brother’s emissary, sought to induce Carroll 
to abandon his home, on the ground that his 
mother had confessed herself to be an outcast, 
and his father was a dishonored man. 
THE LAD REJECTED THE PROPOSAL. 
Mrs. Tilton said she had been annoved by a 
lecture agent, who insisted on her going into the 
field, guaranteeing her a fortune of #100,000 if 
she would consent. She wholly refused to en- 
tertain any proposition of the kind. She 
claiined that the subject of a reunion with her 
husband had never been broached between 
them, and asserted distinctly that she was more 
averse to living with him 
THAN HE COULD POSSIBLY BE. 

She did not now feel that she was entitled to 
resume ber relations as wife to her husband and 
mother to her children. It having been sug- 
gested to Mrs. Tilton that others had suffered 
through her prolon&ed opposition to her hus- 
band, and that she might give corroborative 
evidence which would partly vindicate them, she 
expressed an aversion to entering into the 
details of her terrible sin, but intimated that 
she intended to prepare a history of her ex- 
perience with Mr. Beecher, and leave it to her 
husband's friends, to be made use of as they 
pleased 

AFTER HER DEATH. 

The interview is described as having been 
sorrowiul. Mrs. Tilton was deeply in earnest 
in all she said, and the lady, commenting upon 
it, r¢émarked with feeling: No one couid hear 
Elizabeth Tilton tell her story of wo and dis- 
grace without believing that she was speaking

FINANCIAL. 


There is no abatement in the currency move- 
ment * to the grain- producing country 
southwest. The orders are received from all parts 
of this region, and amount to a heavy daily aggre- 
gate. The price of New York exchange grows 
weaker, and it was sold between banks at $1.00@ 
1.25 per $1,000 discount. Large amounts of cur- 
reucy are received daily from New York. 

One feature of the local financial situation that 
makes it duller than it would ordinarily be is the 
fact that a considerable proportion of the best 
Chicago paper is not offered the Chicago banks for 
discount. It goes mght by them to Boston and 
New York. There it is discounted at 44@4 per 
cent, rates at which the Chicago banks do not take 
it, despite their complaints of the dullness of the 
loan market. 

The general supply of negotiable paper is light. 
Lumber paper is offered freely, and mercantile and 
Board of Trade paper is scarce. Rates of discount 
are 6@10 per cent, and lower rates than 6 are 
wade to first-class outside borrowers on call. 

The clearings were $3, 200, 000. 

EUROPEAN GOLD RESERVES. 

The London Zconomist joins the London Times 
in warning the public of the danger of low re- 
serves in the Bank of England, The Lconomist 
goes farther than the 7imes, and points out that 
the gold reserves of all the principal European 
banks are growing smaller. The reserve of the 
Bank of England ie decidedly weak, and raising 
the rate of discount has not vet produced any con- 
siderable improvement. At the same time, there 
is much greater provability of heavy drafte on the 
cash on hand. New loans and new subscriptions 
for new ‘undertakings bave been greatly etimu- 
lated by the ceriamty of peace. The following 
table shows the great increase in Jane and July of 
this year of these demands upon the floating capi- 
tal of London:

THE EXPORT OF GOLD. 

The time when the resumption of specie-pay- 
ments is about to be undertaken 1s not the one 
that would be chosen for a renewal of exports of 
god from this country to Europe. The Bank of 
England, as we have shown, has succeeded by 
raising the rate of discount in reversing the flow of 
gold to this country, temporarily at least. Until the 
resumption of specie-paymeuts has been achieved 
and eecttied, the interests of the country demand 
that gold and silver should be imported. rather 
than exported. When the currency question is 
settled the usual current of exporting gold may 
safely be resumed. Meanwhile the attention of 
the Treasury is called to the fact that its policy of 
depositing gold in the New York banks has facili- 
tated the purpose of the Bank of England to re- 
new exports from America. Tha Secretary of the 
Treasury, in order to make gold plentiful, bas 
deposited without interest $12,000,000 to 
$16.000,000 of gold with those New York 
National Banks that have assisted in 
the work of disposing of the 4 
percents. The effect of these deposits has been 
to make loans on United Statee bonds worth only 
1 per centa year, and to stimulate the export of 
gold to where it could be more profitably used. 
This could be corrected by a charge of 2 or 3 per 
cent interest upon the banks. The banks would 
then not keep more gold than they could use with 
profit, and the especie loan market would not be 
eo much less attractive than that abroad. But 
there is no good reason for fretting about an export 
of gold. All the indications are that iater in the 
year the shipments of American producta will be 
so large that gold will flow frecly to this country. 
The usual resource Of foreign countries, when the 
exchanges go avainst them. of sending back our 
bonas, has been so frecly used that it is nearly ex- 
hau ted. 

STATE LAWS AND INTER-STATE BUSINESS RELA- 
TIONS. 

The National Bar Association formed recently in 
New York has a great work ready to its hand in 
securing uniformity in the laws of the differen: 
States that affect inter-State business relations. 
The Bankrupt laws are the most important of 
these. at present. as the repeal of the National 
Bankrupt act, which takes effect Sept. 1, leaves the 
subject of insolvent relations to the States. Those 
States that have no Bankrupt laws will enact them. 
and the greatest confusion will probably result from 
the diversities of all this legislation. The railroad 
interest is another great matter, which, like bank- 
ruptey. is for some time, at least, to be under the 
separate control of the States. It would be of 
great service to the public if there could be secured 
uniformity in the legislation with regard to rai)road 
reports, railroad charges, and railroad mapave- 
ment generally. The relations of debtors to cred- 
iters, and of common carriers to the public. are 
the most important of those that are now left to 
separate State action; but there are many minor 
ones about which uniform action ouvht to be se 
cared, such as the laws with regard co divorce, and 
the property rights of married women. 

| A GOOD MINE. 

Many of the best gold and silver mines are those 
that never appear on a stock list. Oue of these is 
the Idabo Mine, at Grass Vatiey, Cal. Its stock 
has never been listed, and the mine is owned by a 
few persons, most of whom are active in its man- 
agement. Ite capital of 8310. 000 is nominal, as 
the mine has pard dividends from the start, and 
has never levied an asseesment. It was opened iu 
1869, and since that mme 108 dividends, amount- 
ing to $2,449,000, have been paid. ‘Tere is no 
other goid-quartz mine in California that has so 
good a record. 

- SAVINGS BANKS IN CALIFORNIA. 

The deposits of the twelve San Francisco sav- 
ings bauks on June 30, 1878, were $57.734. 600. 
and of the seventeen savings banks in the intenor 
of the State, 813, 488, d 00. The total of the 
twenty-nine banks, $71,223,200, is $3,431,900 
less than it was Jan. 1. 1878. Compared with the 
aegregate returns made June 30, 1877, there 
has been a decrease of $5,199,700. This falling 
of is attributable to the failure of half a dozen 
savings banks, and a partial loss of confidence in 
tee 1 bank system.

try, and there is no reason to doubt that the export 
trade would be vigorous as loug as winter wheat » 
in good supply. Of course there are tnose who 
say that futures would interfere with the shippifig 
business. We mereiy state the point as an item of 
news. 

One important feature of the wheat trade is a 
rather brick demand by the Continent of Europe. 
It is well knowa that Fiench wheat buying is very 
rpasmodic, put the fact that some inquiries have 
been mace here about prices for shivment several 
months in the future may be regarded as an ind! 
catiou that some operators there expect it wil: be 
necessary to obtain continuous supplies from the 
United States. II ie this demand which is steady- 
ing the markets now, in the face of a big forwara 
movement. 

A business man in Minnesota writes that the 
wheat in his section is turning out much better 
than expected in pointof quality, and he thinks 
that it will prove the same for the State as a whole, 

The leading produces markets were active yester- 
day and irregular, but averaged lower. Provisions 
opened out strony, but were very weak towards the 
close, when the report of stocks on hand was made 
public. Wheat was weak early, but afterwards 
firmer, with advices of wet weather in the middle 
of harvest in Kugland. Other grain sympathized 
with wheat, though there was a fair shipping de- 
mand fur most qualities. 

Jobbeis of dry goods report a gradually increas- 
ing demaad, and represent the volume of business 
as In excess of last year at a corresponding period. 
Prices maintain decided firmness. There was con- 
siderable activity in the grocery trade, the de- 
mand for several days past having shown a steady 
and satisfactory improvement. For coffees, teas, 
sugars, rice, and soaps the feeling was decidedly 
firm; indeed none of the articles in the list showed 
positive weakness. The dried-fruit market was 
without marked change. Raisins, apples, and 
peaches were firm, while most other descrip- 
tions were easy. Fish were in good request at 
fully previous prices. Owing to a lack of supplies, 
dealers were enabled to only partially fill orders. 
There was an active and tirm butter market. 
Cheese also was receiving rather more attention, 
and fine goods were stronger, in sympathy with 
the Eastern market. No changes were noted in 
the market for oils,*paints, and colors. Leather 
was in some demand and ruled steadier. Coal and 
wood remain dull. Bagging was fairly active at 
full figures, 

The cargo lumber market was quiet yesterday, 
the offerings being small. A few sales were made, 
leaving uttle unsold at the close. Prices were the 
same as on former days of the week. At the 
yards trad? is gaining in volume daily, and prom- 
ises to be excellent this coming fall. Prices are 
irregular, and several firms are filling common 
green stuff 50c below the quotations. Wool and 
broom-corn were unchanged. Hides were in geod 
request and steady. Seeds were rather less active, 
but steady, and flax continnes firm. The offerings 
of green fruits wer. somewhat smaller than 
usual, and choice native: varieties brought better 
prices, except apples. Potatoes were slow ana 
weak under free offerings. 

Lake freights were active and strong at the fur- 
ther advance gained Thursday afternoon. For 
corn to Buffalo 3c was paid, and 6c for wheat to 
Kingston. Room was taken for 17,000 bu wheat, 
320,000 ba corn, and 95, 000 bu oats. 

‘Rail freignts were quoted firm at the tariff ratee, 
which are as follows: Grain to New York 25c, to 
Baltimore 22c, Portland and Boston 30c. Boxed 
meats, pork, and lard, Sc more than the above 
figures, and loose meats 10c more than grain. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted firm 
at 10c and llc for corn and wheat to New York, 
and 12e for corn to Boston.

BOLD ROBBERY. 


}A JBWELRY DEALSR AT THS PALMER HOUSE 


THE VICTIM. 

A most daring robbery was committed yesterday 
#fternoom between 1 and 1: 30 in the Palmer House. 
Mr. Henry Freund, a young gentleman traveling 
for the jewelry house ol Max Freund & Co., No. 
8 Maiden Lane, New York, nas been in the babit of 
coming to this city several times! a year for some | 
six years past to sell goods. He is a remarkably 
steady man and very regular in his habite. He 
came dere on the 7th inst., and was assigned to 
Room 36 of the Palmer House, on the .entré-sol 
foot. The house which Mr. Freund ‘represents is | 
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Palmer House furnishes ail ‘‘ drummers " who de- 


sire it an extra jock for their doors, which are 
burglar-proof. Mr. Freund also carried with him 
what is known the block-lock, which can 
be adjusted to any door, and which fs very 
complicated, and can only de opened wit 
the peculiar key made for it. At 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Freund packed up his 
goods and placed them his trunk. which ie a very 
heavy one, and locked it with the three locks at- 
tached toit. He adjusted his biock-lock to the 
door, and started forthe dinning-room, accom- 
panied by a friend While the gentleman was 
very careful to lock his door and doubly secure it, 
he failed to close the transom, and thie was the 
means by which the burglars entered. Mr. Freund 
was gone but twenty-five minutes, and when he 
returned to his room be found the door open. his 
trunk broken open, the jewelry-travs scattered 
about, and confusion reigning supreme. For an 
instant de was duymbfounded—psralyzed. He 
hastily recovered himself, however, and made an 
investigation. The tmeves had cleaned him out 
completely They took everything of real value. 
They captured fifty ane gold watenes. some of 
which are worth at wholesale $200 each, the whole 
aggregating in value about $5,000, They also took 
600 solid gold plain and set rings, worth over 
$4,000. Solid gold chains estimated at $2,000 
were also missing. Silver and piated chains to tne 
value of $300 were gone and solid gold and cameo 
ladies’ sete, and gold and plated lockets, aggre- 
gating in the neighborhood of 82. 000 more, mak- 
AN all the valae of the property lost about 
813.300. r. Freund quickly made his loss 
known to the office, but efforts to recover the 
property proved unavailing. 
THERE WS NO CLUE 

to the thieves. They left behind them two very 
powerful jinrmies, such experienced house- 
breakers use, and a paper, upon which was drawn 
in ‘lead-pencil, the ground plan of the new 
Academy of Music in the West Division, on the 
outside of which was stamped the card of Mandel 
Brothers, the dry goods house. The ropbery was 
well planned and faithfully executed. Not mere 
than two men had a hand in it. They probably 
followed Mr. Freund from New York. They had 
‘*piped him off" well. They haa studied his 
ways and knew just whento strike. As has been 
before stated, Mr, Freund is very regular in 
his habits, and hence it was more eas 
to keep track of him. The entrance was effecte 
through the large open transom, the burgiar “sy 

ing on his hands down the door, The jimmies he 
ad thrown over on the ded previously, and after 
that his work was rapid and easy. He broke off 
the hinges of the patent circular locks on the 
trunks and cavtured the swag, which was hastily 
put into valises. He then slipped one of the bolts 
of one of tae doors, and it opened easily. 

About two minutes before the robbery was dis- 
covered, two menwho had been stopping at the 
house since the 12th inst. came tothe office and 
appeared very anxjous to settle their dills. 
They had their valises with them and 
on settling with Jesse ilippie left instanter. One 
of the names as registered was C. B.. White, St. 
Louis. He occuvied Room 341, and the other 
had registered as A. Stephens, Boston, and 
had been occupying Room 337. White was exceed- 
inglyv anxious to get away. He said he was going 
to St. Lonis. e had some washing which had 
not yet been returned from the hotel laundry, but 
he declined to wait for it, claiming to be in too 
great haste. Aboutthe time that these two men 
leftthe house a lady also left, taking with her 
two trunks, which she ordered sent to the Michi- 
gan Southern depot. Mr. Freund was to have left 
the hotel last evening. having about con- 
cluded his businesses The thieves no doubt knew 
of this, and thus carried owt their scheme in time. 
lt is safe to say that no more daring robbery was 
ever planned or successfully carried out. Since 
the change in the head of the Police Department, 
a large number of thieves and burgiars have come 
to Chicago. Within two days a TRIBUNE reporter 
has noticed on State street two well-known East- 
ern cracksmen, one of whom has spent a term in 
the Joiiet Penitentiary. He also learned that re- 
cently a gang of

came to Chicago from New York, For several 
days two of them took up quarters at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel, two at the Palm- 
er House, and two of them remained 
on the West Side, in the neighborhood 
of Halsted and Madison streets. The latter are 
supposed to have committed the recent robbery of 
the Madison street pawnshop. Those at the Pal- 
mer House committed the Shoyer theft of jewelry, 
and wound up with robbing Mr. Freund. The 
Grand Pacific Hotel gang did not succeed so well. 
as they were spotted shortly after their arrival. 
They had a woman with them, but who she is no 
fellow has yet been ableto ind out. There are 
parties in this citv who can tell some- 
thing of who these burglars are. but 
whether they could be induced to do so is another 
thing. In addition to this, the ** climber-gang" 
has again come to town, and some private dwell- 
ings may be assailed. Certain it is, that there isa 
gang of thieves at present infesting the city, and 
they seem determined to test the ability of the 
police force to cope with them, 

After the robbery Mr. Freund made 
known his 1088 to Superintendent 
Seavey, and r Dixon 
and Detective cGarrigle set to work 
to ferret out the case. There is hardiy any doubt 
but that tue swag was toted out of town by 
hand, and ere this is weil on its way to some other 
point of the country far away from Chicago. This 
was to have been Mr. Freund's last trip onthe road, 
as he was soon to open a branch house fur his fem 
in Philadeiphia. Last evening he was very discon- 
solate, and well-nigh erazed by the misfortane 
which had befallen him. 
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CORRESPONDENCE, 
THE LAKE CURRENTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuatcaeo, Aug. 16.—As opinions have been asked 
without satisfactory results, Iwill give you my 
experience on the currents of the lake. In cross- 
ing from Grand Haven to Chicago, with the wind 
about E. 8. E., I have always found a current 
flowing to the north, sufficient to compel steering 
two points to windward of a reguiar course to 
make Chicago piers. E. 8. E. would be three 
points free for a fore-and-aft-rigged vessel, so that 
the leeway of the vessel ought not to be any if the 
water 1s smooth. As the vessel generally runs a 
little to the windward of her course with the wind 
two or tbree points free, there must be a set of 
current north of a trifling quantity, as there are no 
outlets for the water except in that direction. But 
the wind has much to de with the current for a 
short space of time comparatively. Alongshore on 
the breakwater of the IIlinois Central Road and 
south, during a strong or even a moderate S. S. W. 
wind, the current will move both north and south 
about every five or six minutes very strong. say 
two and a half mil an hour. In its northwardly 
course it tends a little off-snore. This is what I 
have noticed a great many times. I thmk when 
they pump the North Brapch into the Jake it will 
be about time for people to leave the city, and if 
the lake has to become the receptacle for filth, 
better use the sewers for water alone and go back 
to tne old stylé and use disinfectants, as the city 
will be obliged to spend money for either way. I 
think the most suitable plan that Ihave noticed in 
your _ is to sewer to the Illinois River if 
requisite. , ENGINEER.

Ap examination of Darwinism, from an 
qthodox point of view, is undertaken by 
Bateman, M. D., F. R. C. F., ma 
teestise entitled Darwinism Tested dy Lan- 
arte. recently published by the Rivingtons. 
Dr. Goulburn, Dean of Norwich, nas furnished 
the preface, or introduction, which is longer 
god more pedantic than there was any need of 
itsbemg. Both Doctors show much acrimony 
fp discussing the subject. Their thrusts at 
what they are pleased to consider the humorous 
of Darwinisin are savage and ill-tem- 
gered, instead of being, as we had almost the 
ncht to expect in such a connection, playful 
and amusing. This is the more to be 
deplored from the fact that they are 
‘coustantly pretending to be in a gale of laugh- 
ter whenever they mention the absurdities of 
; they both seem to be in sympathy 
with Dr. Moffatt, the African traveler, who 
says in a letter published in this volume: The 
Darwinian theory is altogether so luaicrous 
that I never refer to it from the platforin, which 
I sometimes do, without taxing the risible pow- 
ers of my audience.” If Darwinism is serious 
and important enough to deserve that such 
men as Dr. Bateman and Dean Goulburn 
should write about it, we believe it is not, as 

they say it is, only a great joke.

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AMERICAN CURRENCY. 

The title of Mr. H. V. Poor's new work is a 
misnomer. it does not treat chiefly of Re- 
sumption and the Silver Question.” It is not, 
in any proper sense, a hand-book.”’ It con- 
tains six essays upon different questions of 
present financial interest. These are headed 
Part I., Part II., etc.; but there is no logical 
connection between them, and they do not form 
a homogeneous whole. 

In the preface, the author, in a sentence fiil- 
ing a balf- page, announces that the object of 
his book is to show how bank currency 
differs from Government currency, and 
the remainder of the preface is oecu- 
pied in encouraging us to believe 


that this book will so arouse the people to this 


question that they will demand the immediate 


retirement of all the outstanding legal-teuder 
notes. 


This is a most important subject, and one 
which has never been properly presented to the 
American people. Mr. Poor can doa great serv- 
ice if he can show us clearly and concisely why 
bank-notes are the only admissible form of pa- 
per monev. We enter upon his first essay with 
high hoves; but, after following him through 
fifteen. pages of rambling, inconclusive state- 
ments, we come to the end of his discussion of 
this topic, and to the cheering information that 
he differs from all other writers on this subject, 
whose conclusions, he tells us, are without the 
least support in reason or experience. 

This is sufficiently incomplete and unsatis- 
factory. The obvious reasons why a bank -cur- 
rency is preferable to a Government currency, 
Mr. Poor dves not even mention. He confines 
himself to endeavoring to establish some shad- 
owy distinctions, arising from different methods 
in which the two forms of paper money are put 
in circulation. He claims thai bank-currency 
represents the transactions of commerce, while 
Government currency represents waste.“ He 
does not tell us why Government notes, 
if redeemable in coin on demand, 
may not represent com actually in 
the Treasary, and therefore a proper substitute 
for metallic money. He loses sight entirely of 
the fundamental idea. that confidence in the re- 
deemability of paper money—in otner words, its 
credit—constitutes its value as acirculating me- 
dium; and he fails to show why this credit may 
not be possessed by Government notes as well 
as by notes issued by banks. 

The stroog argument against the use 
by a nation of its promises to pay 
as money,—that the constant temptations to 
overissue are almost irresistible,—be neglects 
to mention. This argument can be urged with 
especial force upon the American people, for it 
prevailed with almost unanimous force on the 
Convention which framed the Constitution; and 
that instrument, by neglecting to coater such 
power upon the Government, stands as a con- 
stant and solemn protest against such issues of 
* money. 

her cogent reasons avainst Government 
paper currency are, that, its volume being stabie, 
it does not well adapt itself to the fluctuating 
wants of trade; that it acts as an artificial 
stimulus or restraint of prices: that its 
legal-tender quality forces it into transactions 
where other forms of paper money would not 
naturally enter: and that it places the trade of 
the country upon a basis not recognized by the 
world. These might ali be urged with force, and 
perhaps conclusive effect. Mr. Poor, by neg- 
lecting them and treatiug his subject in a mys- 
tifying and fauciful method, has shown that he 
is not master of the question which he has un- 
dertaken to discuss. 

Mr. Poor's second essay is on the resumption 
of specie-payments. It fills ninety-five pages, 
and is mainly taken up with criticisms of Sec- 
retary Sherman’s views as expressed in his con- 
ference with the Committees of Congress last 
March. Mr. Sherman has not adopted Mr. 
Poor's new system of finance, and conse- 
quently the most dreadful consequences are 
here predicted for his management of the 
Treasury. 

The third essay, occupying twenty-six pages, 
is on the silver question, and is a short account 
of the various coinage acts of this Government. 

The fourth essay is on Jegal-tender curr ncies. 
It occupies twenty-seven pages, and treats of the 
currencies of the Mongols, of the American and 
of the French Revolutions, aad of the United 
States. It is principally in narrative form, aud 
is for the most part well told. That part of it 
especially which treats of the legai-tender 
money of the Mongols, and which is largely 
composed of quotations from Col. Yule, the 
translator of Marco Polo, is the most entertain- 
ing part of the book. It is as interesting asa 
bit of medieval bric-a-brac, and has about as 
much practical value. 

The fifth essay, on the Greenback part v. isa 
severe attack upon that very vulnerable orgapi- 
zation; andin the sixth essay, on the method 
of resumption, the author gives some indica- 
tion of the impracticable manner in which he 
would have resumption effected, if he could 
have his way. ; 

Altogetuer this book is very disappointing. 
There is great need of good Sooke on the live 
financial issues. But if every man who under- 
takes to treat them thinks himself obliged to 
invent a new monetary system, and to consider 
all questions from the aovel point of 
view of his pet theory, the nation 
will gain little substantial advantage. 
Surely, there are enough well-settled 
points upon which well read men can agree to 
stand and oppose the danyerous absurdities 
which are flooding the country and deluding the 
people. If Mr. Poor had contented himseif 
with discussing these subjects from these strong 
and well-established positions, he might have 
made a valuable book. He seems to have read 
widely, but to have thought superticially. His 
ardor is greater than his logic. His arrange- 
ments are defective, and. while he presents many 
important facts, one is obliged to be constantly 

= against his hasty conclusions. His 
work, we fear, will convince none of the infla- 
tionists of the error of his wavs: we sincerely 
trust that it will not have the effect of dividing 
those who advocate speed resumption and the 
maintenance of a redeemable currency. (Re- 
sumption and the Silver Question.“ By H. V. 
Poor. New York: H. V. & H. W. roor.) 

A PRIMITIVE PEOPLE. 

Messrs. Henry Hall & Co. have incorporated 
in No. 9 of their Leisure-Hour Series,” 
under the title of **Gaddings witha Primitive 
People,” two distinct works by Mr. A. Baillie 
Grohmau. The first of these was published in 
England some years .ago under the title of 
„Tyrol and the Tyrvlese,”’ and has since passed 
to a second edition, the second has just been 
published in England, with the title that the 
American publishers have chosen to retain for 
the consolidated volume. This process of 
‘+ consolidation,“ it occurs to us in passing. ig a 
dangerous and dubious one. It is certainly 
treating an author with little respect, and per- 
haps with less courtesy than he has the right to 
look for, to put in one volume without mark 
of separation what he nas chosen to 
write and publish in two. The conse- 
quences may not have been uufortunate in this 
instance, —we have no meaus of judging whether 
they have been or not; but it is easy to imagine 
that the literary form at least of anybody’s 
work might be destroyed by such a process. 

Mr. Grohman is in all respects competent to 
write in an entertaining and accurate manner 
of the Tyrol aud its inhabitants. Ile has lived 

re for many years, speaks the language per- 
— and hes assimilated himself to the dress, 
customs, and prejudices of the people. He is 
the better able to do this from the fact that he 
is half an Austriau by birth. His identity has 
on several occasions been so completely lost 
that he has been mistaken for 4 Baliye, 
and once had the honor of being 
ressed into service as guide by a company ot 
ulis tourists, who afterwards asked to 
sketch him as a specimen of vative humanity. 
The acuuaintance thus formed was afterwards 
continued uuder more favorabie circumstan¢es 
in England, to which country Mr. Grohmann 
belongs, being half English by birth, and com- 
pietely so by education, asseciativn, and feel- 
ing. He is master, moreover, ot u pure and te- 
ticitous Enclish st) le. 

We should hardiy know where to begin ff we 
were to try to recapitulate the contents of this 
bouk. It is a series of sketches joined together 
by no particular varrative or relevancy of b. 
jects; aud perhaps the disconnecteduess of it 
bas been increased by the liberjies of the pub- 
lisher. One thing, bowever, is evident. namely, 
that the author is a keen sportsman. He writes 
with genuine zest of bis excursions after chamois 
and blackcovk, glorying in his self-denial and 
sufferings, and his ovcasiopal luck as dul a true 
sportsman could. The book, indeed, is dedicat- 
ed to The keenest of Royal sportsmen, his 
Royal Highness Ernest II..

Pritcbard, as remarkable a pair in their way as 
any of the others; vor about Barry and 
Quin, or the charming Mrs. Bracegirdle, 
or Nellie Gwynn, whose acting was 
as good ¢ and history as romantic 
as Perdita’s: nor about many other lights of 
the old English stage almost equally famous in 
their day. Nor cab it be said that the papers in 
themselves furnish much original matter, or 
treat old matter in an original way. Dr. Doran 
has evideutly helped mach in some of the 
papers; those on Garrick, Siddons, and Kemble 
are largely drawn from Fitzgerald’s Lives, and 
the later ones are taken from sources as easily 


accessible.

TAYLOR’S SCHOOL HISTORY. 

“ A Brief Account of the American People, for 
Schools” is the sufficient title of a school- 
history by Edward Taylor, A. M. The publish- 
ers have prefixed the title, The Model His- 
tory,“ which is superfluous and untrue. It is 
difficult to excuse the bad taste which can so 
describe any school-book, or series of books, 
and particularly this book, which is in every 
other respect modest and excellent. 

Mr. Taylor has a clear idea of what a school- 
history should be. He says in the preface: 
„ The valuable lessons of American history are 
mostly to be found in our national rather than 
provincial life,’—an opinion which we had oc- 
casion to express nearly in this precise lan- 
guage, a few weeks ago, in a different connec- 
tion. Another merit claimed for Mr. Tay- 
lor’s book is, that it does not make a specialty 
of military details.“ More than usual space 
is given to political contests, invention, Presi- 
dential issues, causes and results, progress of 
opinion, social, official, and domestic manners: 
in a word, the development of our national 
life.’ This statement we have found, 
on examination, strictly true. Such great 
facts in our history as the introduction 
of the culture of rice and tobacco; the inven- 
tion of the cotton-gin, the steamboat, the mag- 
netic telegraph, and the sewing-maching; the 
construction of the Pacific Railroad and the 
Atlantic cable; and the organization of the 
American Missionarv, Bidle and Peace Societies, 
—are given the attention they require. The 
wars are well treated, the principal cainpaigns 
of each year being mentioned, and the general 
results of each briefly told. The writer is sin- 
gularly impartial. It is no easy thing to write 
a perfectly colorless account of our tariff legis- 
lation, or the late electoral inquiry, but Mr. 
Taylor has succeeded iu doing so. He bas even 
written of the slavery agitation and the War of 
the Rebellion in a way that should give offense 
to no fair Southeru man. He is refreshingly 
frank, speaking of the Mexican war as ‘hasty 
and uunjustiflable, and of the War of 
1812 as “a struggle without results.“ These 
are wholesome facts for young Americans to 
know; and it is much better that they should 
know them and*other discreditable facts in our 
history than it is that they should have false 
cibleness. 
The history contains some errofs. Uu page 58 
it is said that John Locke’s Grand Model“ 
was tried in Carolina for twenty vears; it was, 
in fact, not tried at all. The Fundamental 
Constitutions’? were a dead letter from the 
time they were approved by the Proprietors till 
they were finally rejected by the Assembly of 
South Carolina in 1698, while the Albemarle 
laws governed North Carolina. Ou page 140 
the author writes: The financiai licy 
of Hamiiton prevailed. As u result of 
this legislation, the paper money speedily 
rose to its per value, and the entire debt of the 
pation was finally paid.” This is not true. 
The Continental currency was never paid. Part 
of it was funded at the rate of $75 ju currency 
for $1 of specie, but the greater part of it was 
never presented for redemption or heard of 
again. This naturally followed trom the uses 
made of it. A barber's shop in Philadelphia 
was papered with it, and a dog, coated with tar, 
and the bills stuck all oer him, was paraded in 
the streets.“ On page 142, the writer attributes 
to Washington and bis Cabinet the maxim, 
‘Friendship with all nations, entangling all- 
ances with nove’; this was the maxim of 
Thomas Jefferson, and used by him for the first 
time publiclyin his inaugural address. On page 
295. it is said: “Scott then entered the 
city, containing a population of 140, 000.“ Noth. 
ing in the context shows that the city referred 
to is the City of Mexico. On page 301, in 
the Historical Recreations, this question is put: 
„What six Vice-Presidents were afterwards 
e ected Presidents?”’ Only three Vice-Presidents 
were afterwards elected Presidents; three suc- 
ceeded by the deaths of Presidents. The his- 
tory has a useful colored chart, and good sum- 
maries of contents, and is well printed. With 
the correetion of the errors pointed out, it will 
be admirably adapted for the purpose for which 
it was intended.

1363 showed a judgment so rancorous can in 
1878 have anvthing of value to say to the peo- 
ple of the United States 


The following note respecting the new cheap 
libraries of fiction is made in the Contributors’ 
Club of the Atiante. The most notabie and 
pleasing fact in connection with them is that 
they are so largely bought by former habitual 
readers of the Texas Jack’ stripe of dime- 
novel. The newsdealer who sold me the ‘ His- 
tory of a Crime’ made one Very suggestive re- 
mark. The oddest thing about the whole 
business,’ said he, is the number of calls I have 
for the best novels. in this shape,from men 
whom I used to think of as wanting oniy the 
worst class of publications I bad on my coun- 
ters.’ Such men—vomen and children, too 
can be wou from the degrading reading to 
which they are accustomed only by the substi- 
tution for ic of good literature, equaliy attract- 
ive and equally cheap. Public and circulating 
libraries accomplish a little; only a little. 
Bound books, or even the ordinary paper nov- 
eis at fifty cents or seventy-five cents a copy, 
are absolutely beyond the means of these read- 
ers. Whatever is done at present must be done 
by such cheap agencies as the Franklin Square 
Library. The wide extent of their influence it 
is easy to see. Scarcely a news-stand or 
periodical store can be found which does not 
carry a large stock of them, and the numbers 
sold are enormous. On the otber hand, the 
dime novels of a dozen years ago, and all the 
kindred novelettes, are now comparatively 
rare; the circulation of the weekly story pa- 
pers, like the Aew York Weekly, too, is said 
to be much smaller.”

FAMILIAR TALK. 


AN HISTORICAL FRAUD. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cmicaco, Aug. 15.—The articie which ap- 
peared in Tue Trisuns of Saturday last, with 
the heading, Rumme and Sugar,” is a curious 
illustration of the vitality of a fraud which, 
though often exposed, is stil! passing round in 
the columns of newspapers as historical verity. 
It contains what purports to be a letter from 
Cotton Mather, dated Sept. 15, 1682, stating 
that secret orders had been given by the Gen- 
eral Court of Massachusetts to Master Malachi 
Hutett, of the brig Porvoise, to wavlay a ship 
which bad sailed from London with a bundred 
or more heretics called Quakers on board, one 
of whom was William Penn, and to take them 
to Barbadoes, sell them for slaves, and from 
the proceeds bring homea cargo of “rumme 
and sugar. 

This letter first appeared in the Easton (Pa.) 
Argus April B. 1870, and was copied into nearly 
every newspaper in ‘the United States. It ap- 
peared origivally withthe following introduc- 
tion: Mr. Judkius, the Librarian of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society, in overhaul- 
lug a chest of old papers deposited in the 
archives of that body by the late Robert Green- 
leaf, of Malden, has recently made a curious 
discovery which bas especial interest for the 
people of Pennsylvania. Amoug these papers 
was one of anvient date, which bore this in- 
dorsement: Te Scheme to Bagge Penne.’ This 
curious title attracted the attention of Mr. 
Judkins, and he examined the contents of the 
document with more than common interest. It 
is in the familiar and quaint handwriting of the 
Rev. Cotton Mather, and is addressed to ‘ Ye 
aged and beloved Mr. John Higginson.’ It 
bears date September ye 15, 1682.’”’ 

‘Though residing in Boston at the time, I first 
saw this letter in Tue CuHicago TRIBUNE of May 
2s, 1870, and, immediately detecting it to be a 
forgery, wrote to the Boston 7ranscript of June 
1, as follows: Western readers can hardly 
de ¢xpected to know that Mr. Judkins apd the 
late Mr. Greenleaf are persons who have never 
been heard of in these parts; that no such in- 
cident occurred at the Massachusetts Historical 
Society ; that the Massachusetts Colony did not 
maintain a navy; that Cotton Mather was only 
19 years old in September, 1682, never perse- 
cuted the Quakers, and vever wrote and spelt 
like a blockhead. Its author is more likely to 
attain the honors of a Peunsylvania or Dela- 
ware wurpping-post than the questiouable noto- 
riety of a Chatterton or an Ireland. 

Cotton Mather was aman of marked peculiar- 
ities, and his hatred of religious intolerance and 
persecution was one of them. He used to say 
that he kept bimself so busy with his own dn- 
ties that he had no time to interfere with other 
peuple in the performance of theirs. He saw, 
he said, so tittle of Christianity of any sort in 
the world that he had no heart to persecute 
the poor and feeble illustrations of it that caine 
in his wav. ‘A good neighbor and good sub- 
ject,’ he wrote, has a claim to all his temporal 
enjovments before he is a Christian. It is very 
odd that a man should lose his ciaim from his 
embracing Christianity, and because he does not 
happen to be a Curistian of the uppermost par- 
ty. To pumsh men in their temporal enjoy- 
ments, or with an exclusion from theirtemporal 
enjoyments, because of some religious opinions, 
is robbery.’”’ 

My article in the Boston Transcript was re- 
printed in Tux Cuicaco Trisung of Juve 11, 
1870, and in many other papers of that period. 
About four years ago the origival story, with 
its authenticity unchallenged, took its second 
turn through tbe Western and Southern news- 
papers. It is now starting out on its third cir- 
cuit. It will not surprise me to see it in the so- 
called Bryant’s History of the United States,” 
which has statements, as | injer from a review 
in Tue TRIBUNE concerning Mr. Mather’s con- 
nection with Salem witchcraft, which are quite 
as truthful. 

Some years ago I had curiosity to look up the 
name of the writer of this noax, and to secure 
a copy of the paper in which it originally ap- 
pedred. The writer was James F. Shunk (not 
Skunk), the editor of the Argus, a Democratic 
newspaper in Easton, Pa. had some corre- 
spondence with him. He acknowledged the 
authorship, and seemed rather fond of the suc- 
cess of his jeu d' esprit. The following is a por-

deen reprinted: 

But it is curious to reflect on the narrow 
chance by which the founder of this Peuusylva- 
nia Commouwealth escaped the fate of many 
of his religious brethren who were cast ashore 
onthe relentless coast of Narragansett. It is 
strange to fancy the wisé lawgiver, endeared to 
the hearts of a great people and their posterity 
by his wisdom, sagacity, and benevolence, hoe- 
jng sugar in Barbadves under the lash of a Lau- 
kee overseer, or crusbing cane into rum to thaw 
the granite gizzards which Mather and his theo- 
logical brethren carried about instead of hearts. 
Ah! how the ancient Mather [19 years old] must 
hbaye mourned for the marketabie Quakers and 
the refreshing ‘rumme’ which came not. It is 
delightful to think how he never got a bit of 
of the ‘spoyle’ which his devilish old soul held 
in delicious anticipation,—how Brother Higgin- 
sob watched fondly for his hogshead, and 
dreamed of swallowing his haif-score of heretics 
in pious punches. They would have made a 
‘ram cretur’ of the great founder if they bad 
got him; but, thanks to the good steering of

In its review of Gaddings with a Primitive 
People,“ the London Syectator says: The 
marriage-customs of the different villages of 
Tyrol afford to Mr. Grohmann some ol his best 
subjects. He seems to delight in these festive 
gatherings, and takes care to describe the pecul- 
iarities attending such events in each separate 
lodality.

the late member for Perthshire, both of which 
numbers. strangely enough, were afterwards 
drawn vrizes,”’ to the unspeakab!e grief of a 
person connected with the hotel, who “ bitter- 
ly lamented that he had been prevented by sud- 
en illness from taking the whole of the lucky 
numbers, and taus realizing a handsome fortune 
at one stroke.“ Some curious instances of the 
** devilry ’’ connected with certain numbers have 
been selected by a French journalist 
from the “Histoire de la Loterie” in 
the “Entr’actes” of the younger Du- 
mas. Here is one: “A poor working- 
man, farrier to a ment of cuirassiers, took it 
into his head to make a note of four fegulation 
numbers branded, according to custom, on the 
‘quarters of the remounts; he chose a number, 
Accordingly, in tae Frankfort lottery, and nearly 
went mad with joy on winning 150,000 florins. 
The first thing he did was te buy as many pairs 
of trousers as there are Gays in tht year, so that 
e was known all through the cavalry as ‘the 
an with the 365 patrs of breeches.’ Here is 
another: A woman dreamed of ten numbers, 
wrote them down on some little bits 
of paver, stuck these tickets on sticks, 
and placed them atop of some beans 
planted at equa! intervals in a strip of her little 
arden. ‘I'll take,’ said she, the numbers of 
he first five that sprout and put them in the 
loitery.’ In due time five came out. She 
copied the numbers, and gave her son ten 
francs, all the money she had in the world, say- 
ing, ‘Run and take me this sequence of five at 
the office round the corner.’ All right, moth- 
or.“ The son spent the money, came back, and 
assured her that he had done as he was told. 
The numbers won. It is impossibie to describe 
the griei which overwhelmed the poor woman 
when she learned the truth. She went mad, 
and a few years afterwards her son blew out his 
brains.’’—/’ali Ma/l Gazette.

THE INVENTOR OF PHOTOGRAPHY 

A committee of eminent men in France has 
undertaken the project of erecting a monument 
to the memory of Nicephore Niepce, the invent- 
or of photography. in their circular it ; said: 
Nicephore Niepce underwent fully the ill-luck 
which modesty and disinterestedness make the 
man of genius liable to: he never ceased being 
unknown till the seventh year after the end of 
his laborious life; and again, owing to 
a public mistake, his work at first 
procured to his memory nothing more than 
an honorable mention. There stili re 
mains a way to make half amends for the 
detriment that such an excessive self 
denial caused to the inventor of photog- 
raphy, viz.: procuring to his name the 
universal celebrity which, as we said, it has not 
vet; and, to this end, proclaiming ‘solemnly his 
rights to the gratefulness of mankind, and giv- 
ing him a durable token of it. Niepce’s com- 
patriote are determined upon erecting to him a 
statue in his native city, Chalon-sur-Saone, and, 
that they may defray the expenses of this mouu- 
ment. asking for the munifizent assistance of 
every civilized nation. As the whole world is 
obliged to Nicephore Niepce, no ove assuredly 
will decline the honor of participating in the 
enterprise.“ 

In a pamphiet summarizing His Richts toa 
Statue,“ the following passages—the English 
being evideutly French—occur : 

Niepce, after he had acquired the elements of 
his invention, abstainec, for integrity's sake, from 
suing for its and his own notoriousiess, scrupiing 
to bring it to full light in its native imperfection: 
he had at heart not to divulge it before its 
thorough completion. and this he was toiling for. 
with his usual patience, when death suddenly 
overtook him. Now, «a painter and a manager of 
ihe Diorama, who, about three yeare before, — as 
he had gota hint of \iepce’s pursuits,—had come 
and drawn out of his candour the secret 
of his proceedings, and from that time, by 
right of partnership, was busying bimself with the 
refinemen: of its details, bad lent cunningly to 
this second-rate task the seemingness of a myste- 
rious indagation, tending to a persoaal discovery, 
After the inventor's decease, he continued seeking 
for improvements, but kept meanwhile an abdso- 
jute silence about the invention. Six years 
clapsed, —-and then, as be had lastly effectuated a 
more or leas laudable amelioration, his plot of a 
spoliation seemed to him ripe: it was known that 
be bad for a very great while lingered over treatises 
of chemistry, in order to invent something, his 
rpem)-celebrity was likely to accredit the opinion of 
his being able to do it, the prestige of hi 
consequence and social connections made any 
ruspicion of his unfairness an impossibility; 
Nrepce lay in bis grave, as unknown as before his 
death, or having left but scarce and vague recollec- 
tions of bis personality; two men only, the ove his 
bon, the other bis ex partner, were not ignorant of 
his invention; but the son, by a deed wresied from 
his both materia) and intellectual benury. empow- 
ered the ex partner to arrogate his father’s discov- 
ery. Being thus armed and provided against all 
claimings whatever in Nicephore’s behalf, the par- 
Inte of his ingenuity acquainted fingliy tne public 
with the Heliogravhy, ascribing to himeelf the 
glory of being the chief inventor of it, and this 
glory, in fact, he engrossed entirely. 

Daguerre, it is further said, was really en- 
titled to pretend, in point of heliograghy, uo 
more important a share in the isvention than 
he would have done iu point of steam-enginery, 
fora more or less indifferent modification of the 
boiler: 

Previous to their contract, Niepce had obtained 
many a result of his proceeding: in 1827, he ex- 
hibited in England several heliograpbic drawi 
of his own, and even some more ancient are still 
now preserved in the Museum of Chalon; contra- 
ru to which, for the whole lapse of nine years 
extending from the date of the contract to the di- 
vulgence of the proceeding, hie pertner never did 
show a single pattern of bis making, pay to his 
purest friends. And, astotae results be exhibited 
Bo late, their excellence in comparwon with those 
so early made public by Nicephore Niepce, was, if 
poti nary, at least overrated to an excess: in

ONEIDA COMMUNITY CHILDREN. 

T. R. Noves, the physician of the Oneida Com- 
munity, bas prepared a report on the health of 
the children under his charge. He has confined 
his attention to the children born since 1869, 
at which date the Community, 
itself financialiy 
to supoly the 
the 
children of its own. This it attempted to do in 
accordance with the principles of scientific 
iculture. It attempted, however, little fur- 
ther than laying a veto upon combinations for 
parentage whicn were obviously unfit, and even 
here it did not always succeed.” So much 
for the method; now for the re 
sults. There have been in the 
Community since September, 1869, fifty-five 
children. With one exception, all the chi 
born have been not only viable (that is, capa>ie 
of living), but free from constitutional de- 
fects. ‘*1 say viable, notwithstanding five cases 
of death at or near birth, because every one of 
these deaths depended directly upon causes due 
to the mother.“ Of the fifty who survived the 
pers of birth, all are now living. There has 
been no death iu the children’s department for 
eight years. [he department includes seven 
children brought in by their parents in addition 
to the fifty born here. The Community uum- 
bers in ali about 300 persons. According to the 
best tables of mortality, under the most favor- 
able circumstances the deaths among au equal 
number of children in the same period of time 
should have been sixteen instead of five. 
** Allowing three deaths as likely to have taken 
place if measles, hooping-cough, and scarlet- 
fever had invadéd the children’s department, 
the deaths undef 10 years of age would amount 
— eight, the United States average being nearly 
sixteen.

sickness 
among the children born since 1869 has been 
unknown. One or two children were. delicate 
and had convulsions while teething, and several 
were affected with diarrbea in summer. The 
only exception to general health among, them 
has been one boy who was oneof the cases 
alluded to in which medical ests as to con- 
ception were disregarded. This child is affect- 
ed with lack of co-ordinating power over his 
muscles. Heimproves year by vear, but will 
always be under size in weight and hight, and 
will probably exhibit involuntary muscular ac- 
tion. His mind is sound.” 


THE NEBULAR HYPOTHESIS. 

On his return to Washington from his expedt- 
tion to Colorado to observe the eclipse, Prof. 
Lockyer was interviewed by a reporter of the 
Post of that citv, and, in speaking of the bear- 
ing of the result of his observations upon the 
nebular theory, said: I believe that evolution 
will account for ail the planets that may be dis 
covered at any time in the future. Te theory 
of the nebular hypothesis is to-day the only 
theory that can account for the origin of 
words. The idea that the discovery of the 
moons of Mars gave a fatal blow to evolu- 
tion theory is all stupid nonsense. I am 
however, that I am nota fair exponeut of the 
nebular hypothesis, because I am rather com- 
mitéed to it. The spectroscope has consoli- 
dated the hypothesis to an enormous degree, 
and the more the opectroscopic results 
are garnered in, the more remarkable 
does the theory become. If you take 
the observations of Sir William Tom 
and of Prof. Tate, dealing with the — the 
mee of the nebule aud comets, or the known 
observations on stars with bright lines, and 
stars with dark ones: the various appearance of 
nebulz in Saturuine forms; the existence of the 
rings of Saturn; the density of the interior 
planets; the density. of 
planets; the density of 
in relation to 
present condition : the 
former condition of the earth; the present com- 
position of the sun’s atmosphere; and the pres- 
sent composition of the crust around the earth, 
one-half of which consists of oxygen—if we look 
at all this, I really do not see what doubt can 
remain in regard to the correctness of the 
theory. Itis one of those things requiring to 
de treated with scientific caution, but I see no 
error in it. But there may have been 
other causes going on of which we 
present are 8 so that the nebu- 
lar hypothesis may ouly 
the many causes at work. The observations of 
the new stars were supposed at. one time to be 
fatal to the hypotaesis, but that was because 
people were carried away by the meaning of 
word. The star in Cygnus could not save been 
a star at all when it burst out in the sky, for if 
it haa been, it would have taken millions of 
years to cool down instead of a few days. 

VENTILATING THE SEWERS. . 

Mr. Henry E. Knapp, civil eucineer, of this 
city, has recently attacked the theory of ven- 
tilating sewers and drains. He asserts that 
sewer-gases are heavier than air and would 
remain near the surface of the ground if set 
free, and therefore it would be just as sersible 
to ventilate graves. He contends that the only 
safe way to deal with the sewers is to give them 
plenty of water and see — roper valves are 
used. In commenting upon Mr. Knapp'e views, 
the Manusacturer aad Builder savs: We have 
aiways been in favor of keeping the sewer- 
where they belong—in the sewers. Experience 
has taught us that ventilating open even 
when led up to the roof, often spread t- 
ing and pernicious odors around the place of 
their exit. To ventilate them m the street or 
sidewalks in front of residences, as recommend- 
ed by some, who even have patented contriv- 
ances for this purpose, we most emphatically 
condemn, especially when the water-supply u 
sufficient to dilute and wash the contents to the 
sea; surely in that case there is not the least 
necessity for it.“

In order to sbhorten my story, I will not go 
through the seven months of trials, tribulations, 
and discouragements through which we passed in 
order to perfect our help.“ She was Willing and 
anxious to learn, and did. Wanted as to teach ber 
*-everyting.” (Sae was sharp. and knew what she 
was about.) One morning mother was teaching 
ber to make cake of some sort. She was delighted 
at the idea, end told her that if there was a school 
she would willingly pay to learn. It was not more 
than a week ere we were informed of her intention 
to leave. right in the heat of summer. Was there 
ever anytoing so aggravating? Well, leave she 
did, having gained ail the knowledge vecessa- 
ry to make her a first-class cook and 
jaundress; good wages, which she had allowed 
to accumulate into quite a little fortune, thus sal- 
lied forth. Now what can be done wit these un- 
grateful, unprincipled girls? If they would be 
glad to pay ata schoo! to learn cooking, why not 
pay the ladies with whom they live. when they 
ke a girl who knows little or nothing, and let 
them work for tneir board until they are compe- 
tent? Iam nota housekeeper, but have had some 
experience in the art (for it is an art) in my mpth- 
er's house. However, I may be in a house of my 
own some day, but before that time I sincerely 
trust there will de a reform, and the ladies not so 
thoroughly imposed upon as now. Don't think 
me utter devoid of a heart. Tnere is no one, I 
think, who has any more sympathy for servant- 
giris, and I don't blame them for often being tired 
and discouraged: but what I want is honor, just as 
much as we want it in the employes of mercantile 
life. There ie a certain class upon whom fortune 
continues smili who are able to pay extravagant 
wages to their help, at the same time keeping 
three or four. What they find to do I cannot tell, 
unless it is to wait upon each other. Our 
experience has been, the more delp, the 
less work accomplished. If there could 
de a law that so much and no more should be 
paid, we would not be the dupes that we are to the 
setvant-gri. We do need a reform in this, and 
must have it if we would desire any comfort in 
living. If we American women were strong enough 
to do our own work, we might be independent, 
and the servant-girls begging for situations even 
ata small remittance. Ho-vever much help we 
have, the brain-work, the anxiety, the planning to 
make both ends meet, all ie ours, while Biddy 
stands with arms akimbo, and asks as regular as 
clock-work, ere our last mouthful of supper is 
swallowed, those well-worn words: An sure, 
an’ what's for breakfast?

A TALE ABOUT PLANTS. 

Fromw Fern Lear, Orrawa.—When shal) 1 trans- 
plant my plants, and in what sized pots? seems to 
be the important question in the minds of numer- 
ous correspondents just at present, and I will re- 
peat what I have written to some, that it is utterly 
im possible to answer all questions, for, not seeing 
your plants, etc., I cannot attempt an answer; for 
I might make a great mistake, and then receive 
the blame for the ill-success which attepds your 
efforts. Use judgment, and experience will soon 
enable you to succeed beyond your most sanguine 
expectations. Do not put a tiny seedling in a 
large pot, for it not only looks lonely and out of 
place, out will not thrive as if iu a thumb- pot. 
Roots are either annual, biennial, or perennial, 
and, under all circumstances, the fibrous parts 
(radicule) are strictly annual, and, as winter ap- 
proaches, decay, and remain in a state of rest, as 
we term it, till spring returns, and then renew 
their vigor, which we perceive by the formation of 
new leaves. Plants may always be more success- 
fully transplanted when the fibers are in a state of 
decay. for, being of so tender a texture, there isal- 
ways the liability of breaking and injury from the 
hand of the amateur, and, of; course, the moving 
will necessariiy cause a cessation of labor on the 
part of the plant; for they are dainty objects, gnd 
willi rest after moving from their old home to the 
new one; and we may, if so inclined, learn many 
a worthy lesson from them. Many of you, last 
spring, after the toil and weariness of 
moving and house-cleaning, took no thought 
of the body needing rest, and now in 
the sultry days of eummer feel the need of it, and 
acknowledce, when too late, that. bad yon been 
more cantious then, you wonld not be obliged to 
suifer so deariy for tne the imprudence now. Yes; 
plants will rest after being removed from their 
habitatiog, and therefore it 18 best to transplant 
them during the season when their fibrous roots 
are in a state of decay, for the roots almost exclu- 
siveiy imbibe nourishment from these fibers, and 
in proportion as they are injured by the removal 
just so much is the plant deprivéd of the means of 
suppor, for that gap which is now employed in the 
formation of new bers wouid bave served to in- 
crease ‘he size of other portions of the plant. If 
your plant produces seed in large quantities, the 
fibrous roots exist only in a very limited numder; 
and vice versa, the production of seed, particu- 
larly in tr berons-rooted plants, reduces the amount 
of rootdevelope!. In nurseries 1 believe it is 
usually customary to prune the roots ot trees 
waich are being transplanted. 

If at uny time a root becomes bruised, it should 
immediately de removed, lest it decay, and thus 
affect the neighboring parts, and may, if not re- 
moved, cause the loss of a tree or plant. This 
operation should be performed in the fall, for then 
the roots, like the other portions of the plant, are 
comparatively empty of lad: but if you wait till 
spring you rob it of much of the vitality which it 
has been hoarding up for its spring campaign, and 
thus retard the prospect of future success to a late 
day. If you wish some of your shy-blooming 
tube rous rooted plants to bear seed. keep the tubers 
puiled off, for then the sap is thrown upward; 
and if, on tbe other band, the tubers 
are desired, pinch off the blossoms. Some of us 
have been tanght that it was much more difficult to 
obtain seed from the early potato than from the 
later varieties. By simply removing the tubers 
they will blessom and give us as large an amount 
ot seed as the late ones. In watering mlants or 
trees we are accustomed to pour it oh the body, or 
stem, and not on the ground surrounding it. 

Years ago a successful per ye discov- 
ered that oy placing a radish In water it would im- 
bibe freely if only the extremities were placed 
therein, but if p'unged in entirely imbibed bat lit- 
tle, and soon withered. This fact explains why 
the skillful gardener waters his trees and shrubs at 
a distance from the trunk, or stem. While re- 
cently watching the rain dropping peacefully from 
the clouds, I thought of this, and perhaps for this 
reason the leaves act as a roof for the larger roots, 
collect tae drops, and run from one to the other, 
and at last fall from the outer edge, which serves 
as an eave, and brings the greater portion of 
moisture just where it is most needed, to cause 
these fibrous roots to push forth aud seek larger 
quarters; for there is usualiy a relation between 
toe branches and the roota, and Godin His great 
Wisdom has arranged all things in harmony. The 
food imbibed by tae roots is siowly and with mach 
labor carried to the vessels of the stem and branch- 
es, and there deposited. The roots usually are in- 
capable of increasing tae plant to whieh they be- 
long; still, there are some exceptions, and certain 
species have the power of forming what are termed 
adventitions buds, and are thus useful for 
the purposes of propagation. 1 believe 
there is no known rule to determine what 
species may de thus increased, and  there- 
fore experiment must be oroaght into practice, 
If atany time it becomes necersary to prune a root, 
leave it with a smooth, clean surface. If smal] 
roote are bruised, they die back a litile, and then 
send forth new roots; but, if the large ones, they 
lose their Vitality, and, as their ragged tissues re- 
main open to the frequent introduction of water. 
decay is the result, and the disease spreads to tne 
healthy portion of the blant, and death is usually 
the result. In many cases itis wise to remove a 
portion of the large root, and thus compel the 
plant to throw out young, active fibres in place of 
those which for a season have seemed inactive. In 
Engiand the extensive growere of the gooseberry 
annually dig alung thelr borders, and with a sharp 
spade cut off the roots, thus causing the increase 
of branch and fruit. By careful observation we 
may always tell when the roots of our potted planis 
need more soil, or new quarters. It is not neces- 
sary to remove the plant as soon as the roots begin 
to curl around the edge of the pot. Let them 
grow around freely, but do not let them become 
dry and woody; but they should be white and suc- 
culent. When changing from a small to a larger- 
sized pot, be particular not to destroy these tender 
fiores, and, after placing the ball of earth in the 
centre, pack the soil moderately firm in the space. 
After repotting, stand the plants where they may 
have a free circulation of air around the pots. and 
the roots will be much stronger and more healthy, 
while those that have stood closely crowded to- 
gether have made but little progress in root forma- 
tion or upward growth. Many times florists, in- 
stead of removing a plant toa larger pot. simpiy 
wash the soi! fromthe roots and return i: to the same 
pot, but in new soil. Thisis why they use such 
small pots for comparatively large plants. By 
wasaing tne soil from the roots the fibres are un- 
injured, and the plant can go oa in its labor of 
forming leaves, branches, etc,, while on the other 
hand if we break the soil from the roots we break 
the fibres also.

It is the young wood we have to cepend 
upon. Verbenas in the house are very liable to mil- 
dew. Dusting with flour of sulphur is the remedy.

H., Pixe River, Wis.—Having sent 
cranberry vines toa number of Home readers, I 
avail myself of its columns to impart some idea of 
the cultivation of the plant. Asa houseplant, my 
experience is limited to one vine, which I have 
growing in a hanging-basket, and which seems to 
flourish. Naturaily they grow on marshy soil, 
holding considerable moisture, and I would there- 
fore suggest to those wishing to cuitivate the vine 
for a bouseplant that they procure soil of the char- 
acter mentioned, and keep it moist. The vines 
wiil take root and grow if merely stuck into the 
earth in one or more places, —regardiess.of roots, — 
and kept wet.

HINTS FOR HOUSEKEEPERS. 

From Bonn, Bore Oak, Wis.—When we go to 
put the cream on the table and find it is sour. must 
it be thrown away, and we go without coffee be- 
cause there is no more milk in the house? No; 
put a little saleratus into it, stir well, and in a 
few minutes we are as well off for breakfast as if 
in the country, where milk is plenty. Even thoagn 
the milk be clabbered, it will do for coffee. Milk, 
a little sour, will make nice custard by using the 
saleratus. Ihave just found ont the above, and 
think it valuable information. 

8., City, — what you wrote about mice 
catching birds, thought I would take it as a 
timely warning, so carefully brought my bird into 
the sitting-room every night, sometimes setting 
the cage on the book - case, sometimes on a chair. 
One fatal nicht I placed it on a chair, and was 
awakened by a greatecreeching. I knew ina sec- 
ond what was the trouble, but did not reach the 
cage in time to save his life. My advice to all 
bird-owners 1s to hang the cage on a bracket made 
for that purpose.

I alse send directions fof salt-rising bread. I 
know that many directions have been given before, 
but wethink this ie superior. It has one advan- 
tage over the others: it can de made and baked 
in the morning, before the heat of these warm 
days has had full force. In the evening, take one 
pint of corn-meal and scald with enough boiling 
water to make it of a consistency of mush. Stir 
in a teaspoonful of salt, and let it stand in a warm 
place until morning. Then stir n one pint of hot 
milk and one teaspoonful of sugar. Letit stand 
until light. Then mix with enouga flour to make 
it still, meanwaile stirring in one tablespoonful of 
lard. Let it rise, and then bake. We have never 
failed to have nice bread when made in this man- 
ner.

CAPTIVE IN A FLOODED SEWER. 
Kaneas City ( Mo.) Times. 

During the sudden storm which passed over 
this city yesterday moroing an accident hap- 
pened in the main sewer of the city which 
nearly cost two men their lives. Foreman 
Conklin, of the City Eagineer's force, accom- 
panied by two laborers named Frank McNeelis 
aod John Dugaa, went down a “man-hole” 
near Filth street to do some work in a main 
sewer, which is fifty feet from the surface of 
the ground. Foreman Conklin came up shortly 
after going down, leaviug Dugan and Nie Nells 
in the sewer. Wulle he was absent a terrible 


storm passed over the city, preventing bis 


return. [he water came down in tor- 
rents, flooding the streets and gutters. 
All of the teeders of the sewer suddenly 


became filled with water, cutting off all 
communication between the two men 
in the sewer, and the mau on watch at the top 
of the ‘“*man-hole.””’ Dugan and McNeelis were 
totaily unconscious of the storm raging above, 
avd were seated in the darkness of the main 
sewer waitiug the return of the foreman, when 
a torrent of water commenced to pour in upon 
tuem [rom all directioos. Before they had time 
to reach a place of salety the main sewer had 
become a rushipg, subterranean river. Dugan 
mauaged to climb up on the uneven stone wall 
of the sewer, but McNee!!s was not so fortunate. 
The flood caught bum iu its resistiess power and 
bore him from bis feet. He must have been in- 
evitably washed away down the dark, foul tor- 
rent and drowued had be not beeu caught by 
his partuer, Dugan, and dragged to the 
side of the sewer and assisted to a place of 
temporary safety. ln the meantime the greatest 
anxiety was felt by the City Eugineer and bis 
assistants at the top of the man-hole.” As the 
rain continued to fall aud the increased volume 
of water continued to pour down into the sewer 
at each street corner, it was plaiwiy evident that 
the meu below were being placed farther and 
farther from the reach of all aid from above. 
When the rain ceased a party went down into the 
sewer to seek the two men. They were found 
still alive aod waist-deep in water, clinging to 
the side of the sewer. They were still unaware 
that a fierce storm had been raging above them, 
but were impressed with the idea that the water- 
works pipe had broken loose. They were in an 
exhausted condition, and had the storm been a 
loug one they must have been washed away and 
carried down to the Missouri River.

Fort Kzoon, M. T., Aug. 7.—For several 
months past numerous paragraphs have ap- 
peared in the newspapers of the country con- 
cerning the very large sales of lands that have 
been made this year in the West, and the great 
emigration that has fowed from the overcrowd- 
ed cities of the East to the uninhabited regions 


beyond the Missouri. 


This letter is written that the readers of THE 
Tano may know where a lerge portion of 
the 100,000 families who have moved towards 
the setting sun have located, and where anv 
numder of people seeking new and attractive 
homes may find them. 

Two weeks ago the writer left Chicago and 
proceedea via the Northwestern and Northern 
Pacific Railroads to Bismarck, Dak., thence to 
Fort Buford, at the mouth of the Yellowstone on 
the Missouri, and from there up the former 
river a distance of 250 miles by river to Fort 
Keogh, at the mouth of the Tongue River, Mon- 
tana, about 1,500 miles northwest of Chicago, 
and in the very heart of what was two years ago 
the favorite stamping ground of the 
, SITTING BULL SIOUX. 

Of the country from Brainerd to this place, 
little if anything is known by the general pub- 
lic. Indeed, since the Northern Pacific failure 
in 1878. this large and important part of the 
United States has been so persistently de- 
a worthless and barren des- 
ert by the press of rival sections of 
the country, and by the other Pacific 
Railroads, that amost erroneous impression bas 
gone forth respecting it, and even now it is re- 
garded as a region fit only for barbarous sav- 
ages and wild animals. 

This is all a mistake. Of course the country 
has its faults, but its excellencies far outnum- 
ber them. From Duluth to Brainerd, 130 miles 
on the Northern Pacific Railroad, the country is 
comparatively worthless, being nothing but a 
succession of sand-hills, rocks, pines, and 
morass. Thence to Detroit City, Minn., the 
soil and character of the country improves uutil 


_ delt of rolling prairie is struck which is as 


handsome a piece of stock-raising and grain- 
growing country as can be found in the entire 
West. This stretches through for over 200 
miles to Bismarck, D. T., and is broken only by 
the Red River flats, a few miles either side of 
the river.

that they have seen there. 


It is along this road for fifty miles north and 
south, and from Detroit City to Bismarck, that 
the largest sales of Government and railroad 
lands have been made this year. Between Du-

thrifty towns, all of which have sprung into a 


existence in the past two or three 
years. During that time wonders have been 
wrought in reducing the wilderness and creat- 
ing civilization.

In the Vallev of the Upper Missouri, as the 
river is called above Bismarck and Fort Buford, 
the same condition of things existed, but now 
the settlements have reduced the price of wood 
and supplies to steamers in the same manner. 

The causes that have produced this improve- 
ment of affairs are various. The principal ones 
are the way in which Gen. Miles cleared out 
Sitting Bull after the Custer fight, and maiv- 
tained peace since; and, above all, the attrac- 
tions the country offers to people seeking cheap 
homes. 

At present Fort Keogh. Miles City, and Fort 
Custer, near the terrible battlefield of that 
name, are th« chief places of the Yellowstone 
Valley. Withthe building ot Keogh, Miles 
City sprang into existence. It is a place of six 
hundred or a thousand people, who live in neat 
log and clapboard houses, the first of which was 
built eighteen months ago. Unlike most 
Western towns of such rapid growth, 
that are fattened on a mining or railroad 


l excitement, Miles City appears to have some- 


thing permanent behind it inthe shape of the 
large trade that must come to it from the posts. 
These are large, commodious, and important 
stations. 
KEOGH 

is the most prominent and beautiful fort on the 
frontier. It is a collection of frame buildings 
grouped around a large diamond square of ground 
of eight or ten acres, about a mile distant from 
both the Yellowstone and Tongue Rivers. It 
now contains a garrison of 800 men of the Sec- 
ond Cavalry and Fifth Infantry, and is under 
the immediate command of Lieut.-Qoi. Gibson, 
although Gen. Miles, the commanding officer 
of the District of the Yellowstone, 
makes his headquarters here, and is still 
supervising the construction of the fort, 
a labor in which he has sbown as 
good judgment, taste, and energy as he did 
military ability in the capture of Chief Joseph 
and his Nez Perces. 

This summer contracts for 5,800 tons of hay 
have been let by the Government to local con- 
tractors, who have aiready cut and cured most 
of that amount on the rich bottoms within 
tweptv miles of the post, where it grows wild 
in great luxuriance. As a natural result of let- 
ting loose so much money, bundreds of farm 
laborers have come into the valley, and yet the 
supply of labor is so small that men are receiy- 
ing and $80 a month and their board for 
work in the hay-ficlds. lu the meantime, other 
causes that are operating, not only to keep up 
the price of labor but also to increase the tide 
of immigration to Montana, are the recent im- 
portant discoveries of 

GOLD IN THE BEAR-PAW MOUNTAINS, 

100 miles northeast of Fort Benton, where 
Joseph was captured last year, and in the Big- 
Horn River, 150 miles southeast of this place. 
In both these places there are indications that 
denote them to be as promising diggings as the 
Black Hills. While thereis of course plenty of 
room for disappointment in the search of gold 
in both of them, there is very little doubt in the 
minds of the best-informed people on the char- 
acter of the country that gold exists throughout 
all the Montana ranges oi mountain. Indeed, it 
is a well-known fact tbat the color“ of gold 
can be found in the sands of every bar in either 
of the great streams that drain this magniticent 
sectionof thecountry. It iscertainly but natural 
to suppose that in a territory so near to the 
volcanic convulsed-mountains that surround the 
famous National Park, and encircled by gold- 
diggings, actually producing large quantities of 
that metal. that there should be more of it 
found in the Big Horn and Bear Paw. The 
rumor is that there are about 400 or 500 miners 
at work in the latter and 300 in the former. 
That there is a great deal of truth in both re- 
ports cannot be doubted, as I have myself seen 
several large parties en route for Bear Paw, and 
have heard Biackfoot,’’ the head man of the 
Mountain Crows sorrowfuliy complain to Gen. 
Mies that a body of miners were at work in a 
beautiful little valley in the Big Horn Mount- 
,ains which he had selected long vecrs ago as 
the place where he wished to die and lay his 
bones in solitude and peace. 

Of the future of this whole

domaiv, which is being settled and is going to 
continue to be populated with wonderful 
rapidity, and which it is my humble belief will

WATERING THE*DESERT. 


Irrigation by Artesian Well! ~How the Plan 
Works in Tulare Ca ynty, Cal. 
San Francisco Cha ticle. ö 

A mile and a half from‘ ipton, in Tulare 


County, is an artesian wel, J. B. Scupham, 
Assistant Engineer of the 
road Company, who has rege tly returned to 
this citv from that section of country, makes 
a report concerning the sgpply of artesian 
water, which he regards as& very important 
matter iz connection with tf 
the land, and believes th 
underlies the whole valley. says he closely 
examined the earth brougbt to the surface, as- 
certained the temperature of the water, and 
measured the capacity of the steam, and is 
convinced that copious streams of water 
flow beneath the plain, which 200 
miles in length and thirty-nine miles in width. 
In boring, mountain debris was pierced for a 
depth of 280 feet, anda good supply of water 
was not reached until a stratum of sandstone 
from tour to six feet thick, lying upon a bed of 
The first 
flow was at the rate of eight gallons a minute 
from a seven-inch pipe one foot above the sur- 
face. Then a tive-inch pipe was sunk thirty 
feet deeper, which pierced astratum of blue 
clay, containing four separate lavers of sand, 
each of which contributed a supply of water. 
The lower one gave out a considerable volume 
of water. It was decided to stop sinking at this 
step to secure the water already discovered. 
The well at last accounts was delivering 
86,000 gallons a day out of a five-inch pipe, 
four feet above the surfaee of the plain, 
and the supply is constantly increasing 
instead of diminishing. The water, ac- 
cording to the statement of Mr. Scupham, is 
very pure aud shows its identity with giacier 
lakes. It has less than six grains of solid mat- 
ter tothe gallon. The solid substance is chlo- 
ride of sodium, which corresponds almost exact- 
iy with the waters of Lake Tahoe. The well it- 
self has the capacity for irrigating 100 acres, 
and its cost is from $700 to 61.000. It is be- 
heved that water can be obtained by sinking 
wells to the depth of 300 or 400 feet in any part 
of the Tulare plains, and, in the opinion of Mr. 
Scupham, these wells might be placed on everv 
quarter section of ground without the supply 
being materially affected, or they might be sunk 
even closer together without decreasing the 
The temperature of the water is 72 de- 
grees, and the soil of the surface needs noth- 
ing but water to render it fertile. A 
few years since 200,000 eucalyptus trees were 
planted in this locality by the Central Railroad

Company, and 75 per cent of them are now in | 


a thriving state. In five vears the trees will be 
big enough for ties and telegraph poles, aad 
worth $150,000 tothe Company. The mountain 
debris referred to is supposed to be the ruins of 
extinct glaciers, Which eroded the Sierrato their 


present shape. Geologically speaking, thisdebris | 


was carried at a very recent period from the 
mountain slopes and summits and deposited in 
the valley, and it is Scupham’s idea that the 
main portion of the Sierra was at one time more 
than 20,000 feet high, and the loftiest peaks 
were at least 5,000 feet higher. From the aerial 
eurrents from the west, heavily charged with 
moisture from the ocean, immense volumes of 
rain were condensed and precipitated on the 
mountain slopes toward the ocean, which, flow- 
ing to the plains, caused a great lake, which is 


now extinct.

POOLE’S MURDER. 


Lewis Baker, Who Shot Him, Dies in Paris 
Almost Forgotten—The Tragedy that 
Deepened the Antagonism Between the 
Foreigners and the Know Nothings—Bak- 
er's Escape and His Capture. 

New York Sun, 

Lewis Baker, who shot Bill Poole in New 
York twenty-three years ago, died is Paris on 
Saturday. His death reecglis the excitement 
that the tragedy caused in New York through- 
out the country, as well as the escape, recap- 
ture, and discharge of Baker. Lewis Baker 
was fa Welshman who ame to the United 
States when a lad, aud, after a jack- 
at-all-trades life, got from Fernando Wood 
an appointment as a police officer. 
His special duty was the care of emigrants. 
When the native Americai fever began to burn 
in 1853, Baker took a prominent part with those 
who opposed the Know-Nothing leaders. He 
met a kindred spirit in Jolin Morrissey, then set 
down in the police records as a pugilist. Morris- 
sey’s reputation as a fighter in behalf of irish- 
men attracted Baker, and Baker’s vehemence 


in denouncing the prominent native Americans 


wou for him Morrissey’s friendship. Poole, a 
Ninth Ward mau, a hard Hitter, and a plucky 
fighter, pounded his way with his fists to the 
leadership of the small-fity Know-Nothings in 
New York. Poole kept a barroom at Broad way 
and Howard street, which! was the resort of all 
„the boys“ who looked after the American par- 
ty’s interests in the wars. Poole became an 
idol after his fight with Morrissey. The two 
men were looked upon as the champion bruis- 
ers in each party, and «very one knows that 
sooner or later they would have a battle. They 
men on the pier at Amos (treet early one morn- 
ing in July, 1554.

Poole 
remained in the barroom, and shortly after mid- 
night Paugeen’’ (the nickname of a notorious 
rough), Jim“ Turner, Lewis Baker, and one 
ortwo other leaders of the foreign element 
entered. They had heard of the previous row 
with Morrissey, and set out, armed, to see what 
they called fair play. Poole stood leaning 
against the bar. and Paugeen“ waiked up and 
seized him by the coat collar. 

“You’re a d—d pretty American bummer,” 
he said. 

“Well, the boys say I’m their standard- 
beurer,“ Poole remarked. 

“A devil of a standard-bearer. I’m going to 
lick vou. 

Poole looked at Paugeen” and laughed, 
and then “Paugeen” coughed, and spat three 
times in Poole’s face. That appears to have 
been an agreed plan, for Turner took off his 
coat, drew an enormous revolver that weigbed 
twelve pounds, and placed the muzzle on his 
lett arm to steady it. 

Poole saw the movement, and, starting back, 
said: For God's sake, don't murder me!“ 

“Sail in, boys,” was Turner’s answer, aud 
then he tired. His hand must have been un- 
steady, for the builet passed through the arm 
upon which he had rested tne pistol, shattering 
it, and he feli to the floor. Raising himself on 
his elbow he fired again, the bullet breaking 
Poole s leg. Poole fell, and as be lay on the 
floor Baker jumped on nich, and, drawing a re- 
volver, fired twice, Poole not even groaning.

THE NOMINATION OF LINCOLN IN 1860, 

|The subjoined communication, dated a month 
ago, only came to hand yesterday. | 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Caricaco, July 18.—The editorial in Tas 
TRIBUNE of the 16th inst., headed The Nom- 
ination of Lincoln in 1880, when discoursing 
ahput the letter of Leonard Swett as being con- 
tributory to the history of the first nomination 
of Mr. Lincoln, has in it some remarks worthy 
of consideration, so far as credit is given to the 
ability of that gentleman and hie personal et- 
farts to obtain the nomination as a Presidential 
candidate. 

No one man, nor any fifty men, by his or their 
individual efforts, secured the nomination of 
Mir. Lincoln: that was the result of the dis- 
titiction he had attained, as you intimate, by 
the remarkable debate between himself and Mr. 
Douglas, which debate of iteeif had establ@hed 
a reputation for bim with the people 
sg ftavorabie that they, without any 
assistance from trading or intriguing 
politicians, had decided to recognize by calling 
him to the Presidency. Other published 
speeches of Mr. Lincoln also contributed to his 
oopalarity and gave him eclat, by showing tiat 
ue hada solid and large capacity, possessing, 
moreover, wit and humor, combining “ with the 
flash of the gem its solidity, too.“ 

Tne efforts sume few individuals are making 
to show the public that by tacir instrumentality 
alone Mr. Lincoln secured bis nomination is ab- 
surd. The effulgence they claim as theirs alone 
was the sunlight that was spread by him all 
through and over the Republican party, and 
wien belonged to thousands who are too patri- 
otic fo proclaim iu a half-boasting way, each for 
himself as the sparrow did, that he alone killed 
' corek-robin with his little arrow. Many sub- 
altern politicians would claim for themselves 

all the great superiority that belonged to Mr. 
| Lincoln, aud. detracting from bim, would present 
the power of their advice to and influence over 
bim as the reason for his success, while he 
really did not regard them any more than he 
did the idle wind. It is in vain tor them to in- 
| vite so much attention to themselves by pro- 
claiming, See how we apples swim.”’ 

In so far as credit is claimed by Mr. Swett (if 
in any meritorious sense, it can be 
called) for negotiating with Mr. Simon Cameron 
or bis friends for the votes of the Pennsyivania 
delegates in the National Convention, he for- 
gefs, or perhaps did not Know, that Mr. Thad- 
deus Stevens, a political giant, was one 
of those delegates, who, with many of 
his co-delegat.s, were from the first 
earnestly in favor of Mr. Lincoin’s nomination, 
and that neither he nor they were in the sham- 
bles to be transferred in apy manner by Mr. 
Cameron, and those who believed so were dupes, 
rather than brilliant negotiators, and so were 
overreached in the trade. Mr. Cameron could 
not convey what he bad promised. It was on 
hig part a nuda promissio; nor was Mr. Swett 
authorized to give the consideration promised by 
bim to Mr. Cameron. Iknow from Mr. Lin-

coln that be did not desire to have Mr. Cameron 
a member of bis Cabinet, aud that he was very 
reluctant to have him there ‘This fact need not 
rest upon my assertion. A reference to the life 
of Mr. Lincoln, published by Ward H Lamon, 
—dee pages 452 to 462,—will show it in detail. 
Mr. Lamon was quite as intimate with Mr. 
as Mr. Swett; but, supposing he 
was not, the facts he bas stated are 
to be accepted as true, since they have never 
been denied or controverted,—which it is pre- 
sumedthey would have been if not true, as Mr. 
Lamon and Mr. Swett were for quite a length 
of time members of the same Bar and practic- 
ing together. 

Mr. Thurlow Weed and Mr. Swett, consider- 
ing the disparity of their ages, seem quite in 
love with each other. and very complimentary. 
They are both men of mark,—singing

Reduce Production—Issue No More Paterts 
for Labor-Saving Machines—Pay Ten 
Hours’ Wages for Eight Hours’ Work, or 
Two Hours’ Wages for No Work.

does Kearney meane In this Article the Trioune 
says that Kearney has no plan or does not ex- 
plain how to make better times and then goes 
on asking if anybody Kearney ot any body else 
is able to point out how the unemployed are to 
getemployment, and how a market can be found 
for the product of labour. I must state that 
I bave some Idea how that can be done. I will 
first ask a few questions What is the cause of 
our present bad times! Answer: Overspecn- 
What is the cause of overspeculation. 
Answer: An effort to goe into desperate uncer- 
tain enterprises in order to gain wealth. What 
is the cause of going into great uncertain enter- 
prises. Answer: To much working power and 
the credit system or abuse of it, also an effort 
by the producer or manufacturer stung by the 
competition of others to produce through the 
agency of imense working powcr or machines, 
as much as be can or probably more than is 
necessary. and then trying to sell ail he can, 
taking great risks and at last overflow the mar- 
ket with bis goods. We then come to the sec- 
ond main cause of hard times, it is Overproduc- 


tion caused through the Agency of to many ma- 


¢hines in all parts of industry. What is the 
cause of overproduction! Answer: To much 

machinery iu general! What is the cause of to 
much machinery! Answer: To wuch invention 
more than is pecesery. What is the cause of 
to much invention! Answer: To much en- 

couragement aud priviliges through the patent 
right system; and also competition of producers 
with or against one anotaer. It is acknowledged 
by the people almost over the whole country 
that there is an ovVerproduction caused brite 
many machines to much working power. Tae 

question now is how can this over production de 
overcome or made an end of! lanswer by not 
producing so much as beretofore or a reduction 
of the hours of labour acknowleding it as a days 
work. But here the tribune might interrupt 
‘and say that it is not reasonable to give a man 
ten hours pay for8 hours lab, ur. Very well. 

think w necesery it is just as reasonable to 
Cive an ten hours pay for eight hours labour 
as to give him twelve hours pay fur ten hours 
labour as business are now doing ever since 
1840. The next question is bow tne invention 
of to many machines is to be prevented? My 
Answer is by abolishing the patentright system 
leaving invention of machines to those who 
deem it most necesery inventing or 
¢ausing machines to be invented only 
wheu in great need for them 
The patentright system is the cause of in- 
ventiug to many machines of monopoly and op- 
pressing and overcharging the public by the 
owners of the patent right. The next question 
is how are we to find a market for the goods 
now produced? I answer again througha re- 
duction of the hours of labour thereby causing 
the overproduction to cease and thousands of 
loabourers now out of work wül then find work 
and buy goods acting as aconsumer and buyer 
on the market of trade and commerce [But 
they cannot buy more than they earn or pro- 
duce.] also by organizing in every city in every 
town in every county and where it is decmed 
necesery societys of colonization similar to that 
in Boston to assist and encourage poor people 
to colonize and go as settlers out west. These 
societies should especially be organized by our 
wealthy citizens who have the means and 
money. By colonizing the far west with the aia 
of our Government, cities railroads towns 
villages would be built and i create 
a market for ail sorts of goods. 
Furthermore our Goverment should - estab- 
lish foriegn markets in foriegn countries as En- 
‘giand has done and does to-day and protect 
them. Furthermore: in order to cause every 
thing to become cheap from one end of our 
country to the other I mean make or cause a 
general reduction on all articles not as it pow 
is some things being dear and some cheap, 
allthe Goverment duties or taxes should be 
reduced and paying off our national posponed 
for 20 years, this would also probably make an 
end of our wealthy citizens refusing to pay 
their taxes and roll the burden of taxcs upon 
the poorer classess.

PAPER MONEY AND THE REPUBLICAN 
PARTY

Caicaao, Aug. 16.—Barter was the first form 
of exchanges used in human society. As civili- 
zation advanced, the precious metals became 
mediums of exchange, and at first were passed 
among individuals as only bullion, as they still 
are between nations. 

(The second chapter of Genesis, v. 11, 12, de- 
scribing the situation of the Garden of Eden, 
speaks of the land of Havilah, where there is 
gold; and the gold of that land is good.” A 
few chapters further on it says: And Abram 
was very rich in cattle, in silver, and in gold.“ 
i This was 1,900 years before Christ.) We also 
read of his buying the cave of Muchpelah as 
a burving place,” for **400 shekels of silver, cur- 
rent money with the merchauts.“ Gold and sil- 
ver were used as money from the Very first dawn 


of civilization. —ED. | 


Ihen individual traders of some reputation 
stamped certain pieces of the metals with char- 
acters indicating the amount of bullion in each, 
and these pieces passed as money. Aiter this 
Hovernments took the entire control of the 
Question, so that now coin-monev is only issued 
by the sovereign power of each nation, and no 
private, bo corporate, authority can issue coin- 
money in any civilized country. 

Paper money is wow passing through the 
same prugressive process. ‘lickets, scrip, or 
notes were firsc given out by traders, then dy 
private bankers thco bv chartered banks, and 
now in part ¥» Governments. This process will 
go on; and the time is certain to curiae in which 
no paper money will be permitted but that is- 
sued by authgrity of tue sovereign power, the 
protits of wich will be for the Government 
obly, and for the redemption of which the Goy- 
ernment only will be responeivle. [If Berg“ 
Means by the word money only that woich 
is made a legal-tender in payment of debts, 
then the time has already come in this country 
when no paper money is permitted except that 
issued by authority of the sovereign power. 
Never since the aduptionof the existing Con- 
stitution bas legal-tender paper money been is- 
sued in this country by individuals, corpora- 
tions, or States. Bank-notes are merely prom- 
ises to pay legal-tender money on demand; 
prey are in the nature of checks for money.—

Paper money will probably reach its complete 
development in the United States before it does 
in any other country; and the party which 
ingelligentiy recognizes the financial evolution 
bow going on in paper money, and that wisely 
guides it in its inevitable progress, will be 
hkeiy to noid for a long time the controlling 
influence in this nation. 

A large part of the Democratic party, and of 
the Communistie Nationals, know that this proc- 
ess is going on; but they do not understafid 
the nature of the process, nor do they com- 
wrehend what will be its completed product. 
This product will not be paper flat money. It 
will not be paper money redeemable only by 
making payment of dues to the Government. 
It will not be notes payable on demand, but 
issued in such ways and in amounts so large 
that they will be practically irredeemable. 

This product will be paper money issued by 
the Government only, in such amounts as the 
business of the country can use while keeping 
it at par with coin, being a full legal-tender for 
all dues, public and private, aad redeemable at 
all times in coin, or the equivaient of coin.

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THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 


Arrival of the Party at Hartford- Their 
1 Residence. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 10.— The journals of 
the country have published conflicting reports 
as to the destination of the Chinese Embassy 
some asserting that the party would first visit 
Washington to present credentials to the Gov- 
ernment, and others that the visitors would first 
sojourn for a few days at Hartford for rest after 
their extended trip and for consultation as to 
future movements. Existing doubts were set 
at rest this noon by the arrival of the Embassy 
at the Asylum street depot, the party having 
come from Niagara Falls via Albany and Spring. 
feld. They occupied a Wagner palace car, ig 
which they had made tbe journey from 

There was no reception at the depot by the 
authorities, and the only persons present tp 
greet them were some of the officials of the 
Chinese Educational Commission in this : 
who had been apprised of their coming by tele. 
graph. The Ambassadors and their attaches 
immediately took carriages that were in 
and were driven to the Chinese Buds“ 
prettily located on Collins street, in the HA 
section of the city, in which are the residences 
of a majority of the wealthy people of the city, 
Their baggage consisted of ninety-seven differ. 
ent pieces and was a motley collection of leather 
trunks, wicker baskets, cylindrical tin cages 
with conical tops, and rolls of goods en 
in wrappings. Each piece was marked “ 
nese Embassy,“ printed upon a strip of paper 
in large tvpe. 

The Chinese building, which will be 
by the Embassy during its sojourn here, is 8 
spacious double edifice of pressed 
brownstone trimmings. The style of architect- 
ure is a mixture of the Elizabethan and 
and surmounting the slate roof is a small cuno * 
la, from whose flagstaff floats a Chinese flag, 6 
yellow material, with a black dragon in the 
centre and a red ball in the upper left-hand com 
ner. The building sets some distance back from 
the street, and leading to the front door fs a 
double walk of tones, bordered with beds 
of flowers. Entering by the easterly entrance, 
the office is just to the right hand,—a medium- 
sized apartment, carpeted, and fitted up with 

writing table, safe, and its walls ornamented 
with engravings. Adjoining is the reception- 

room, neatly furnished with oak furniture of 
the Eastlake pattern, and back of thatisa 
small dining-room, at present used by the prin- 
cipals of the Embassy. 

On the lower floor of the west side of the 
building there is a stnool-room, with desks and 
seats for about fifty students, the furniture of 
oak and black walnut, and the teacher’s desk 
mounted on a raised platform as in an ordinary 
school-room. Upon tais desk, in the vacation 
period, are piled a number of Chinese books of 
the peculiar paper and more peculiar typograph- 
ical appearance, and suspended at one side of 
the room, against the wali, are schedules of the 
routine of the school day for the students, 
printed in Chinese, and specifyimg the 
hours for rising, for breakfast, for study, and 
the lessons in their order. All of the students, 
for some years after their arrival in this ’ 
are required to remain under Chinese tuition 
this school for two weeks in every three months. 
The remainder of the time they are located at 
different. poiute, engaged iu the study of the 
Engliso branches, and acquiring a knowledge of 
American customs. The object of this tuitior 
in Chinese is that the boys shall not become de 
ficient in their familiarity with Chinese liters 
ture. 

To the rear of the school-room is & 
room fitted with two large tables, which will 
occupied by the under-secretaries and oth 
attaches of the Embassy. Ail the viands are 
prepared and the meals served on the American 
plan, the Educational Commission having de- 
cided that this was preferable for the students, 
and no change bas been made pending the 
arrival of the Embassy. In fact, throughous 
the entire building the American 8. 10 
adopted in furnishing and everything on The 
bedrooms are in the two upper floors, some 
twenty in number, and furnish ample accommo . 
dations.‘ They are neatly, but not richlv, far 
nisned. The walls all through the building are 
of hard vhite volish, and the woodwork is ot 
oak or ash, polished, no paint being used amy- 
where. f 

The g ounds are kept in excellent order, and 
the flowyr-beds are filled with luxugiantly-blos- 
somed grubs and plants. A vegetable 
in the rar of the grounds is under good 
vation, 4nd to-day several of the members of 


‘the Embassy svent hours there exam 


plants which were new to them and in explor- 
ing the interior of a pretty little brick stable 


near by.’ 

The Unbassy will probably remain here for 
two or @hree weeks, the new-comers familiariz- 
ing themselves to some extent with the locality 
and cusboms of the residents. Chun Lan Pin, 
Chief Ambassador, resided here for two vears. 
A member of the Educational Commission 
several of his subordinates have spent more or 
less time in this country.
